An  Account  of  the  Methods  which  have 
been  ufed  for  the  E ft abli foment  of 
cm  Hof  pit al^  for  the  Maintenance 
and  Education  of  Expofed  and  De¬ 
fected  Young  Children , 


’TOtwithftanding  the  Attention  which  the 
Legiflature  has  given  to  find  proper  Me¬ 
thods  for  the  Maintenance  and  Employ¬ 
ment  of  the  Poor,  our  Laws  are  yet  apparently 
defective  to  attain  thofe  deferable  Ends,  the  ln~ 
fufficiency  of  which  is  in  no  refpedt  more  vifible 
or  more  to  be  lamented*  than  with  regard  to  poor 
unhappy  Children  ;  who  either  by  the  early  Lois 
of  their  Parents,  or  by  being  abandoned  by  them* 
are  left  to  the  Care  of  the  Publick  for  their  Sup- 
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port. 

The  Officers  whom  the  Laws  have  charged 
with  the  Care  of  the  Poor,  have  been  fo  negli¬ 
gent  in  this  Part  of  their  Trull,  that  fome  In¬ 
fants  have  been  buffered  to  periffi  with  Cold  and 
Hunger  in  the  Streets,  without  any  Attempt  for 
their  Relief  ;  and  few  who  are  brought  to  the 
Pariffi- officers  do  long  furvive  under  the  Care  of 
a  Parifh-nurfe  or  Work-houfe,  and  fuch  as  do 
are  generally  habituated  to  Beggary  and  Idlenefs, 
and  become  a  Burden  to  themfclves  and  Reproach 
to  their  Country. 
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In  the  Reign  of  her  late  Majefty  Queen  Annt9 
feveral  eminent  and  worthy  Merchants,  confider- 
ing  the  Benefits  which  would  arife  from  putting 
the  Education  of  the  Poor  under  a  better  Regu¬ 
lation  •,  and  moved  with  Compaflion  for  the  many 
innocent  Children  who  were  daily  expofed  to 
Mifery  and  Deftrudtion,  propofed  to  eredt  an 
Hofpital  in  or  near  London ,  for  the  Reception  of 
fuch  Infants  as  either  the  Misfortunes  or  Inhuma¬ 
nity  of  their  Parents  fhould  leave  deftitute  of 
other  Support,  and  to  employ  them  in  fuch  a 
Manner,  as  to  make  them  fit  for  the  mod  labori¬ 
ous  Offices  and  lowed  Stations. 

And  from  the  Sliccefs  which  had  attended  In- 
dilutions  of  this  Nature  in  other  Countries,  hoped 
not  only  that  a  proper  Relief  might  be  provided 
for  their  Maintenance,  but  that  thePublick  fhould 
be  abundantly  repaid  by  their  Labour  and  In- 
dudry  for  whatever  fhould  be  contributed  to  their 
Support. 

They  therefore  propofed  a  Subfcription  and 
folicited  a  Charter  lor  the  erecting  fuch  an  Hof¬ 
pital.  Neverthelefs  it  was  at  that  Time  fufpend- 
ed  by  Means  of  fome  ill -grounded  Prejudices, 
which  weak.  People  had  conceived,  that  fuch  an 
Undertaking  might  leem  to  encourage  Perfons 
in  Vice,  by  making  too  eafy  Provifion  for  their 
illegitimate  Children  •,  and  this  Sufpenfion  might 
have  totally  deleated  this  mod:  ufeful  and  laudable 
pefign,  had  not  fome  of  thofe  worthy  Perfons 
thought  proper  in  their  Wills,  to  give  large  Be¬ 
nefactions  to  be  paid  to  fuch  an  Holpital  l'o  loon 
as  it  fhould  be  erected  •,  which  coming  to  the 
Notice  of  Mr.  Thomas  Coram ,  a  Commander  of  a 
Ship  in  the  Merchants.  Service,  he  left  the  Sea 
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Service  to  folicit  a  Charter  for  the  Eftablifhment 
of  this  Charity,  being  induced  thereto,  by  his 
well  known  Zeal  for  the  Publick,  and  the  (hock¬ 
ing  Spedtacles  he  had  feen  of  innocent  Children 
who  had  been  murdered  and  throw, n  upon  Dung¬ 
hills. 

He  was  advifed  before  he  prefented  any  Peti¬ 
tion  to  his  Majefty,  to  procure  a  Recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Defign  from  fome  Perfons  of  Quality 
and  Diftindtion,  which  he  accordingly  folicited 
with  unwearied  Diligence  and  Afiiduity,  and  ob¬ 
tained  the  following  Memorial  to  be  figned  by 
the  Ladies  whofe  Names  are  therein  mentioned, 
and  which  ought  to  be  had  in  perpetual  Venera¬ 
tion  by  the  Publick,  as  well  as  by  the  Children 
and  their  Poflerity,  whofe  Lives  they  have  been 
the  happy  Inftruments  of  preferving. 

cc  Whereas  among  the  many  excellent  Defigns 
and  Inflitutions  of  Charity,  which  this  Nation,  and 
efpeciaily  the  City  of  London ,  has  hitherto  en¬ 
couraged  and  eftablifhed  ;  no  Expedient  has  yet 
been  found  out,  for  preventing  the  frequent  Mur¬ 
ders  of  poor  miferable  Infants  at  their  Birth,  or 
for  fuppreffing  the  inhuman  Cuflom  of  expofing 
new-born  Infants  to  perifh  in  the  Streets;  or  the 
putting  out  fuch  unhappy  Foundlings  to  wicked 
and  barbarous  Nurfes,  who  undertaking  to  bring 
them  up  for  a  fmall  and  trilling  Sum  of  Money, 
do  often  fuffer  them  to  flarve  for  Want  of  due 
Suflenance  or  Care  -,  or  if  permitted  to  live,  either 
turn  them  into  the  Streets  to  beg  or  Ileal,  or  hire 
them  out  to  loofe  Perfons,  by  whom  they  are 
trained  up  in  that  infamous  Way  of  living,  and 
fometimes  are  blinded,  or  maimed  and  diflorted 
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in  their  Limbs,  in  order  to  move  Pity  and  Com- 
pafTion,  and  thereby  become  fitter  Infiruments  of 
Gain  to  thofe  vile  mercilels  Wretches. 

For  a  Beginning  to  redrefs  fo  deplorable  a 
Grievance,  and  to  prevent  as  well  the  Effufion  of 
fo  much  innocent  Blood,  as  the  fatal  Confluences 
of  that  Idlenefs,  Beggary,  or  Stealing,  in  which 
fuch  poor  Foundlings  are  generally  bred  up.  And 
to  enable  them,  by  an  early  and  effedtual  Care  of 
their  Education,  to  become  ufeful  Members  of 
the  Common- Wealth, 

We  whofe  Names  are  under- written,  being 
deeply  touched  with  Compafiion  for  the  Sufferings 
and  lamentable  Condition  of  fuch  poor  abandon’d 
helplefs  Infant0,  as  well  as  the  enormous  Abufes 
and  Mifchiefs  to  which  they  are  expofed,  and  in 
order  to  fupply  the  Government  plentifully  with 
ufeful  Hands  on  many  Occafions  ;  and  for  the 
better  producing  good  and  faithful  Servants  from 
amongfc  the  poor  and  miferable  caff- off  Children 
or  Foundlings,  now  a  Peft  to  the  Publick,  and  a 
chargeable  Nuifance  within  the  Bills  ©f  Mortality  ; 
and  for  fettling  a  yearly  Income  for  their  Mainte¬ 
nance  and  proper  Education  till  they  come  to  a  fit 
Age  for  Service,  are  defirous  to  encourage,  and 
willing  to  contribute  towards  eredling  an  Hofpital 
for  Infants  whom  their  Parents  are  net  able  to 
maintain,  and  having  no  Right  to  any  Parifh  ; 
which  we  conceive  will  not  only  prevent  many 
horrid  Murders,  Cruelties,  and  other  Mifchiefs, 
and  be  greatly  beneficial  to  the  Publick,  but  will 
alfo  be  acceptable  to  God  Almighty,  as  being  the 
only  Remedy  of  fuch  great  Evils,  which  have 
been  fo  long  ncgledled,  tho*  always  complained 
of  ;  provided  due  and  proper  Care  be  taken  for 
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fitting  on  Foot  fo.  neceflary  an  Eftablifhment, 
and  a  Royal  Charter  be  granted  by  the  King  to 
fuch  Perfons  as  his  Majefty  fhall  approve  of,  who 
fliall  be  willing  to  become  Benefactors  for  the 
ereCling  and  endowing  fuch  an  Hofpital,  and  for 
the  receiving  the  voluntary  Contributions  of 
charitable  and  well  difpofed  Perfons,  and  for  di¬ 
recting  and  managing  the  Affairs  thereof  gratis  to 
the  belt  Advantage  ;  under  fuch  Regulations  as 
his  Majefty  in  his  great  Wifdom  fliall  judge  mod 
proper  for  attaining  the  defired  EffeCt  of  our  good 
Intentions.”

After  obtaining  this  Recommendation  from 
the  Ladies,  Mr.  Coram  procured  another  to  the 
fame  Purport  and  EffeCt,  to  be  figned  by  a  great 
Number  of  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen,  both 
which  were  annexed  to  his  Petition  to  the  King, 
who  was  thereupon  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  his 
Royal  Charter  for  eftablifhing  this  Hofpital,  bear¬ 
ing  Date  the  ijth  of  Oftober^  1739  ;  a  Copy  of 
which  is  herein  after  inferted  :  In  Confequence  of 
which  Charter,  the  Governors  named  therein  be¬ 
ing  fummoned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford  their  Pre- 
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iident,  had  their  firft  Meeting  at  Sornerfet-hcufe 
on  the  20th  November ,  1739,  and  proceeded  to 
choofe  a  Committee,  confiding  of  50  Noblemen 
and  Gentlemen,  to  manage  the  Eftate  and  Effedls 
of  the  Hofpital  *,  which  Committee  had  their 
hrft  Meeting  the  29 th  of  the  fame  Month,  and 
ordered  that  Accounts  of  the  leveral  Eftablifh- 
ments  of  Elofpitals  of  this  Nature  in  other  Coun¬ 
tries  fhould  be  obtained  as  loon  as  poflible ;  and 
for  that  Purpofe  Application  was  made  to  his 
Majefty’s  AmbafTadors  and  Minifters  abroad. 

Directions  were  given  to  the  Treafurer,  to  en¬ 
quire  what  Legacies  had  been  given  by  Wills  for 
this  Charity  ;  and  Application  was  made  to  the 
Bank  of  England,  to  open  an  Account  in  the 
Name  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  fuch  Money 
might  be  paid  to  them  as  fhould  be  collected  for 
the  Benefit  of  this  Charity  ;  which  Requeft  the 
Bank  very  readily  granted. 

The  Governors  then  proceeded  to  open  Books 
for  the  Subfcriptions  of  fuch  Perfons  who  were 
willing  to  contribute  to  this  Charity  by  Bene¬ 
factions  or  annual  Payments,  during  the  Sub- 
fcribers  Pleafure. 

And  feveral  large  Sums  were  immediately  fub- 
fcribed  and  paid,  and  alfo  feveral  annual  Sub¬ 
fcriptions  for  promoting  of  the  Charity. 

The  Governors  foon  after  received  authentic 
Accounts  of  the  Inftitutions  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hofpitals  of  Amfterdam ,  Paris ,  and  Lijbon , 
for  the  Reception  of  Infants  ;  and  have  fince  alfo 
been  favoured  with  that  of  Venice.  And  tho*  each 
of  thefe  Inftitutions,  being  accommodated  to  the 
Laws  and  Governments  of  their  refpective  Coun¬ 
tries,  were  unfit  or  unpradfcicable  to  be  totally  exe¬ 
cuted 
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cuted  in  this  Kingdom  yet  they  afforded  ufeful 
Intimations,  for  forming  a  Plan  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  this  Hofpital. 

The  Governors  finding  that  the  Laws  then  in 
being  for  the  Provifion  of  the  Poor,  would  render 
the  carrying  their  Defign  into  Execution  extremely 
difficult,  if  not  impracticable,  without  the  Af- 
fiflance  of  Parliament,  obtained  an  A 61  in  the 
i%th  Year  of  his  prefent  Majefly,  entitled  an  A6t 
for  confirming  and  enlarging  the  Powers  granted 
by  his  Majefty,  to  the  Governors  and  Guardians 
of  the  Hofpital  for  the  Maintenance  and  Educa- 
cation  of  expofed  and  deferted  young  Children, 
by  his  Majefiy’s  gracious  Charter  bearing  Date 
the  i  ytb  Offcber,  1739;  and  to  enable  them  to 
execute  the  good  Purpofes  of  the  faid  Charter, 
they  proceeded  to  appoint  a  Committee,  to  form 
By-Laws  for  the  Government  of  the  Corporation, 
and  alfo  a  Plan  for  the  Execution  of  the  Charity ; 
which  were  reported  to  the  General  Committee 
on  the  1 6th  of  July,  \  740,  and  were  foon  after 
approved  of  by  the  General  Court,  and  which, 
with  fome  few  Alterations  fince  made,  have  ferved 
for  a  Rule  for  the  Government  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  Management  of  the  Children  ;  and  this 
Rule,  together  with  the  By-Laws,  and  the  A 61  of 
Parliament,  and  Charter,  have  been  from  Time 
to  Time  printed  and  diftributed  to  all  the  Gover¬ 
nors  for  their  Information,  and  are  alfo  inferred 
in  the  following  Treatife. 

The  Committee  ordered  Circular  Letters  to  be 
wrote  and  diftributed  in  feveral  different  Parts  of 
this  Kingdom,  to  defire  Information  where  Nuries 
might  be  procured  for  the  Hofpital,  and  Children 
might  be  well  taken  Care  of  at  the  moft  reafonable 
Prices. 


They 
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They  allb  fought  out  a  Place  for  ere&ing  a:? 
Hofpital,  and  the  Earl  of  Salisbury*  s  Eft  ate  in 
Lambs -Conduit  fields  being  fixed  on  to  be  the  molt 
convenient  Situation,  they  applied  to  him  for  the 
Purcnafe  of  that  Eftate,  which  his  Lordfhip,  out 
of  Regard  to  the  Charity,  not  only  fold  to  the 
Corporation  at  a  very  reafonable  Price,  but  alfo 
beftowed  on  them  a  noble  Benefadtion. 

But  as  the  Building  an  Hofpital  would  necefi 
farily  take  up  much  Time,  and  the  Governors 
were  extremely  defirous  to  begin  to  take  in  Chil¬ 
dren. 

They  came  to  a  Refolution  on  the  8th  of  May* 
1740,  that  Sixty  Children  fhould  be  taken  in, 
with  proper  Officers,  Nurfes,  and  Servants,  as 
foon  as  a  Houle  could  be  provided. 

And  in  Confequence  of  this  Refolution,  they 
hired  a  Houfe  in  Hatlsn-Garden ,  which  they  fitted 
up  and  furniffied.  The  doing  of  which,  and 
providing  proper  Officers,  Servants,  and  Nurfes, 
took  up  the  Remainder  of  the  Year  *,  fo  that  the 
firft  taking  in  of  Children  was  on  Lady -  Lay , 
1741  ;  at  which  Time  30  Children  were  taken 
in,  two  wet  Nurfes  only  being  then  provided,  and 
dry  Nurfes  for  the  other  Children.  At  the  fir  ft 
taking  in,  the  Children  who  were  firft  brought 
were  admitted  :  Soon  after  30  more  in  the  fame 
Manner,  encrealing  neverthelefs  the  Number  of 
wet  Nurfes  ;  which  future  Experience  (hewed  to 
be  the  only  fafe  Method  of  nurling  Children,  for 
out  of  136  Children  which  were  taken  in  the  firft 
Year,  66  died  within  the  Year,  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  attribute  to  the  endeavouring  to  bring 
them  up  by  Hand,  which  they  had  been  advifed 
to  make  Tryal  of,  it  being  then  thought  imprac¬ 
ticable. 
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ticable  to  procure  a  fufficient  Number  of  healthy 
wet  Nurfes. 

That  eminent  and  worthy  Phyficiari  Sir  Hans 
Sloane ,  in  a  Letter  which  he  lent  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  this  Hofpital,  among  many  other  ufeful 
Obfervations,  takes  Notice,  that  of  thirty  Children 
taken  in  the  25th  of  March ,  1741,  two  were  put 
to  wet  Nurfes,  of  which  neither  died  in  the  Year  ; 
whereas  of  twenty-eight  put  to  dry  Nurfes  fifteen 
died  j  that  of  thirty  admitted  April  1  y(b,  1741.  feven 
were  put  to  wet  Nurfes,  of  which  one  only  died  * 
whereas  of  twenty-three  put  to  dry  Nurfes,  eleven 
died,  and  of  thirty  more  taken  in,  May  the  Slb9 
1741,  feventeen  were  put  to  wet  Nurfes,  of 
whom  four  died  •,  thirteen  to  .  dry  Nurfes,  of 
whom  eight  died  •,  and  Sir  Hans  in  the 
fame  Letter,  fays  that  he  had  for  fifty  Years  ob- 
ferved,  that  of  three  Infants  bred  without  Breads, 
two  generally  died,  notwithstanding  what  he  or 
others  could  do  to  help  them. 

The  Committee  alfo  obfetved,  that  of  the 
young  Children  which  were  fent  into  the  Country, 
many  lefs  died  in  Proportion  to  their  Numbers, 
than  of  thofe  who  remained  in  the  Hofpital ;  viz* 
of  the  136  Children  taken  in,  eighty  were  fent 
into  the  Country,  out  of  which  Number  twenty- 
nine  died  in  the  Year  •,  fifty-fix  were  kept  in 
Town,  out  of  which  Number  forty  five  died  in 
the  Year  *,  which  was  not  owing  to  any  Want  of 
Care,  but  probably  from  the  Air  of  London  being 
lefs  pure,  and  efpecially  in  a  Place  where  Num¬ 
bers  of  Nurfes  and  Children  were  kept  in  fo  fmall 
a  Compafs. 

Thefe  Observations  determined  the  Committee 
to  come  to  a  Refolution,  to  fend  all  the  Children 
which  fhould  be  taken  in,  as  foon  as  poffible,  in* 
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to  the  Country,  and  to  remain  there  until  three 
Years  old  *,  and  that  ail  fuch  as  would  fuck, 
fhould  be  nurfed  by  wet  Nurfes  only.  Thefe 
Fads  are  mentioned  to  caution  .Perfons  againft 
bringing  up  Children  by  Hand  ;  and  rather  to 
have  them  nurfed  in  the  Country  than  in  Town. 

On  the  24 th  of  March ,  1741,  a  Committee 
Was  appointed  to  confider  of  a  Plan  for  ereding 
an  Holpital  on  the  Edate  lately  purchafed  of  the 
Earl  of  Salijhury ,  which  on  the  ^oth  of  June , 
1742,  was  approved  by  the  general  Court,  and 
ordered  to  be  executed  under  the  Diredion  of  Mr. 
James  Horne ,  who  generoufly  offered  to  perform 
the  Office  of  their  Surveyor  without  any  Reward 
whatfoever. 

They  caufed  Advertifements  to  be  publifhed  for 
Workmen  to  contrad  for  the  feveral  Sorts  of 
Works  to  be  done,  and  contraded  with  fuch 
whofe  Propofals  were  mod  beneficial  for  the  Cha¬ 
rity  *,  and  on  the  1 6th  of  September  following, 
the  firft  Stone  of  the  Hofpital  was  laid  at  the 
South  Ead  Corner  of  the  Wed  Wing,  by  John 
Milner ,  Efq;  one  of  the  Vice-Preddents  of  the 
Holpital,  with  this  Infcription  on  a  Copper 
Plate. 

The  Foundation  of  this  Hofpital  was  laid  the  1 6th 
<?/Sept.  i6t\\  of  George  lid.  1742.  - 
In  OSlober  following,  the  Method  formerly  ufed 
for  the  taking  in  Children,  having  been  found  in¬ 
convenient,  by  Reafon  of  the  Croud  which  wa3 
occafioned  by  Perfons  driving  who  fhould  fil'd  de¬ 
liver  in  their  Children, 

The  Committee  refolved  to  take  in  Children  by 
Ballot,  in  the  Method  which  is  ufed  at  prefent, 
and  mentioned  in  the  Rules  of  the  Hofpital. 
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On  the  Sth  of  January ,  1743,  the  Committee 
defired  Doctor  Conyers ,  the  Phyfician  of  the  Hof- 
pital,  to  confider  of  the  belt  Method  for  inocu¬ 
lating  of  the  Children  then  in  the  Houfe;  and  the 
Report  made  by  him  being  very  fatisfadtory,  he 
was  defired  to  proceed  on  fuch  Inoculation  as  foon 
as  pofllble  ;  and  feveral  Children  were  accordingly 
inoculated,  who  had  no  bad  Accident  attending 
them.  And  fince  that  Time,  all  other  Children 
who  have  been  returned  to  the  Hofpital,  without 
having  had  that  Diftemper  in  the  natural  Way, 
have  been  inoculated  under  the  Care  of  Dodfor 
Conyers  the  Phyfician,  and  Mr.  Winchefter  the 
Surgeon  to  the  Hofpital,  which  has  been  attended 
with  great  Succefs,  without  theLofs  of  one  Child, 
or  any  ill  Confequence. 

The  Governors  thought  it  would  be  for  the 
Benefit  of  the  Charity,  to  dine  together  annually 
at  their  own  Expence,  and  appointed  the  4 tb  of 
April ,  1744,  for  their  fir  ft  annual  Meeting  on 
this  Occafion  ;  which  Meeting  has  been  fince 
changed  to  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  May,  being 
the  Day  appointed  by  the  Charter  for  the  Election 
of  a  Committee  and  Officers. 

In  Golober ,  1745,  one  Wing  of  the  Hofpital 
being  finiflied,  the  Committee  ordered  the  Chil¬ 
dren  to  be  kept  in  the  new  Hofpital,  and  quitted 
the  Houfe  in  Hatton-Garden. 

The  General  Court  being  informed  that  a  Chap- 
pel  was  much  wanted,  and  that  feveral  Ladies  of 
the  firft  Quality,  and  other  Perfons  of  Diftindlion 
and  Fortune,  were  defirous  to  contribute  to  fo 
good  and  neceffary  a  Work,  came  to  a  Refolu- 
tion  to  build  one  ;  and  by  their  Direction  the 
Committee  opened  a  Subscription  for  that  Pur-

pofe  whereupon  they  ordered  the  following 
Advertifement  to  be  printed.

c  The  Governors  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  being 
4  earneffly  defirous  that  the  Children  under  their 
4  Care  fhould  be  early  inftrudted  in  the  Principles 
4  of  Religion  and  Morality,  and  having  no  Place 
4  of  publick  Worfhipto  which  the  Children  and 
4  the  Servants  of  the  Hofpital  can  conveniently 
4  refort,  have  refolved  to  eredt  a  Chapel  adjoining 
4  to  their  Hofpital  in  Lamb' s- Conduit  Fields,  and 
4  that  no  Part  of  the  Revenue  of  the  faid  Hof- 
4  pital,  which  is  or  fhall  be  given  for  the  Support 
4  ot  the  Children,  may  be  diverted  from  that 
4  Ufe. 

4  In  order  to  defray  the  Expence  of  eredting  the 
4  faid  Chapel,  they  have  opened  a  Subfcription 
4  for  that  Purpofe  *,  and  any  Perfon  willing  to 
4  contribute  to  fo  good  a  Work,  are  defired  to 
4  enter  their  Names  and  Places  of  Abode,  and 
4  the  Sums  they  fubfcribe,  in  the  Subfcription- 
4  Roll,  which  is  kept  by  the  Steward  at  the  faid 
4  Hofpital  •,  or  if  they  pleafe  to  fend  to  him,  they 
4  fhall  be  waited  on  with  the  faid  Subfcription- 
4  Roll  ;  and  all  Sums  fubfcribed  to  this  Purpofe, 
4  or  otherwife  to  the  Charity  of  this  Hofpital, 
4  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Bank  of  England ,  or  to 
4  MefTrs.  Hoare  and  Company,  in  Eleet-ftreet ; 
4  MefTrs.  Martine  and  Company,  in  Lombard - 
4  jlreet  \  or  Swjofeph  and  Sir  Thomas  Hankey  in  Fen - 
4  church -jlreet  %  Andrew  Drummond ,  Efq;  Banker, 
4  zt  Charing- Crofs  *,  or  to  the  Treafurer  of  the 
4  faid  Hofpital.5 — This  Subfcription  is  now  open, 
and  it  is  hoped  will  be  encouraged,  that  the  Go- 
vernors  may  be  enabled  to  compleat  that  Build¬ 
ing,  which  the  Charity  is  in  great  Want  of. 
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2 d  TVedne/day ,  May,  1746.  The  Governors 
being  defirous  the  Children  fhould  be  educated  by 
Perfons  well  afredted  to  our  prefent  happy  Con- 
ftitution,  ordered  that  all  Perfons  employed  by 
the  Hofpital  fhould  take  the  Oaths  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 

And  foon  after,  finding  the  Children  capable 
of  doing  fome  Work,  the  Committee  ordered 
that  fome  of  the  Boys  fliould  be  employed  in 
winding  Silk ;  and  the  Girls  in  making  and  mend¬ 
ing  Linnen  for  the  Boys  and  themfelves,  the 
Children  in  the  Country,  &c.  all  which  is  done 
by  them  without  putting  any  Part  of  it  out. 

February  25th,  1746,  at  the  Requeft  of  feveral 
Governors,  a  new  Subfcription-Roll  was  opened 
for  the  Benefit  of  the  Hofpital,  which  is  on  Parch¬ 
ment  duly  ftampt,  in  the  following  Words. 

4  We  whofe  Names  are  hereunto  fubfcribed, 
c  do  promife  and  agree  feverally  and  refpedtively, 
c  and  to  and  With  each  other  of  us,  and  to  and 
*  with  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  faid 
c  Hofpital,  for  the  Maintenance  and  Education 
6  of  expofed  and  deferted  young  Children,  that 
6  our  Executors  or  Adminiftrators  fhall  immediate- 
‘  ly  upon  our  Deceafe,  pay  to  the  faid  Governors 
c  and  Guardians  for  the  Ufe  of  the  faid  Hofpital, 
‘  the  feveral  Sums  fet  by  us  againfl  our  refpebtive 
4  Names.’ 

Particular  Care  was  taken  in  erecting  the  Build¬ 
ing,  that  it  fhould  be  commodious,  plain,  and 
fubftantial,  without  any  coftiy  Decorations  ;  but 
foon  after  the  Hofpital  became  habitable,  feveral 
eminent  Mailers  of  Painting,  Sculpture,  and  o- 
ther  Arts,  were  pleafed  to  contribute  many  ele¬ 
gant  Ornaments,  which  are  placed  in  the  Hof- 
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pita),  as  Monuments  of  their  Charity,  and 
'Abilities  in  their  feveral  Arts. 

In  the  Court  Room  they  placed  4  Capital 
Piftures,  the  Subjects  being  Parts  of  the  Sacred 
'  Hiltory,  fuitable  to  the  Place  for  which  they 
were  de finned. 

The  firit  painted  by  Mr.  Hayman  and  taken 
»from  the  2d.  Chapter  of  Exodus ,  ver.  8,  9.  the 
Words  of  which  are,  “  The  Maid  went  and 
called  the  Child’s  Mother,  and  Pharoah’s  Daugh¬ 
ter  faid  unto  her,  take  this  Child  away  and  nurfe 
It  for  me,  and  I  will  give  you  Wages.”  The  en- 
fuing  Verfe  is 

r  The  Subjedl  of  the  next  Pidture,  viz.  “  And 
the  Child  grew  and  Hie  brought  him  to  Pharoah’s 
Daughter,  and  he  became  her  Son,  and  fhe  called 
his  Name  Mofes .”  This  Pidfure  is  painted  by 
Mr.  Hogarth, 

The  third  Pidlure  is  the  Hiftory  of  Ifbmael , 
painted  by  Mr.  Highmore.  The  Subjedt  taken 
from  the  2  Chapter  of  Genefts ,  ver.  17.  “And 
the  Angel  of  the  Lord  called  to  Hagar  out  of 
Heaven,  and  faid  to  her,  Whataileth  thee,  Hagar? 
Fear  not,  for  God  hath  heard  the  Voice  of  the 
Lad  where  he  is.” 

The  fourth  Pidlure  was  painted  by  Mr.  Wills  9 
its  Subjedt  taken  from  the  1  Sth  Chapter  of  Luke, 
ver.  16.  “  Jefus  faid,  fuffer  little  Children  to 

come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  fuch 
is  the  Kingdom  of  God.”  On  each  Side  thefe 
Pidlures  are  placed  fmaller  Pidtures  in  circular 
Frames,  reprefenting  the  moil  confidcrable  Hof- 
pitals  in  and  about  London.

Over  the  Chimney  is  placed  a  very  curious 
Bafs-Relief,  carved  by  Mr.  Ryjbrack ,  and  pre- 
fented  by  him,  reprefenting  Children  employed 
in  Navigation  and  Hufbandry,  being  the  Em¬ 
ployment  to  which  the  Children  of  this  Hofpital 
are  deftined. 

The  other  Ornaments  of  the  Room  were  alfo 
given  by  feveral  ingenious  Workmen,  who  had 
been  employed  in  the  Building  the  Hofpital,  and 
were  willing  to  contribute  to  it. 

The  Stucco  Work  was  given  by  Mr.  William 
Wilton.  The  Marble  Chimney  by  Mr.  Deval.  The 
Table  with  its  Frame  inriched  with  Carving,  by 
Mr.  John  Sanderfon  and  the  Glafs  by  Mr.  Hallat. 

In  the  other  Rooms  of  the  Hofpital  are  the 
Pictures  of  feveral  Governors  and  Benefactors, 
viz.  Mr.  Thomas  Coram ,  by  Mr.  Hogarth  \  Mr. 
Milner  and  Mr.  Jacob  Jon ,  by  Mr.  Hudfon  \  Dr. 
Mead ,  by  Mr.  Ramfey  ;  and  Mr.  Emerfon%  by 
Mr.  Highmore. 

And  in  the  Dining-Room  is  a  large  and  beau¬ 
tiful  Sea-Piece,  reprefenting  an  EngUJh  Fleet  in 
the  Downs,  by  Mr.  Monamy , 

At 
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At  the  fame  Time  alfo  were  given,  by  Mr.  Ives , 
four  Shields  cut  in  Lead  of  good  Workmanfhip, 
which  are  placed  over  the  Charity  Boxes,  with  proper 
Infcriptions  thereon  j  and  feveral  other  eminent  Ar- 
tifts  have  promifed  to  contribute  their  Labours  to 
the  further  ornamenting  the  Hofpital  and  Chapel  fo 
foonas  itfhallbe  erected  i  an  Account  of  which  will 
be  hereafter  publiffied.  For  which  they  were  re¬ 
turned  the  Thanks  of  the  Corporation,  and  an 
Infcription  was  ordered  to  be  put  up  in  the  Hof¬ 
pital,  to  inform  the  Publick  that  thofe  Orna¬ 
ments  of  the  Hofpital  were  the  Benefadtions  of 
the  feveral  Artifts  whofe  Names  are  wrote  there¬ 
on  *,  it  being  a  fix’d,  and  as  is  hop’d,  an  unal¬ 
terable  Refolution  of  the  Governors,  that  no  Part 
of  the  Money  given  to  this  Hofpital,  be  expend¬ 
ed  in  any  Thing  but  what  is  ufeful  and  necefiary 
to  anfwer  the  good  Intentions  of  the  Benefadtors. 

About  the  fame  Time  the  Earl  Marfhal  of  Eng¬ 
land  was  pleafed  to  honour  the  Corporation  with  a 
Grant  of  a  Coat  of  Arms  *,  the  Kings  at  Arms 
and  Officers  of  the  Herald’s  Office  being  fo  cha¬ 
ritable  as  to  remit  all  the  Fees  due  to  them  on 
that  Occafion. 

Anongft  other  confiderable  Benefadtions  which 
have  been  contributed  to  this  Hofpital,  and  to  the 
Publick  by  its  Means,  is  to  be  efteemed  a  Letter 
from  Dr.  Cadogan  a  Phyfician  at  Briftol ,  which 
was  communicated  to  the  Governors,  giving  In- 
flrudtions  for  the  Nurfing  and  Management  of 
Children  from  their  Birth  to  three  Years  of  Age  •, 
which  Letter  has  been  fince  publiffied  with  his 
Permiffion,  by  Order  of  the  Committee,  by  J.  Ro¬ 
berts  in  Warwick- Lane ,  and  contains  many  na¬ 
tural  and  ufeful  Obfervations,  and  is  a  Proof 
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of  the  Advantage  which  this  Inftitution  may  be 
of,  by  making  and  communicating  further  In¬ 
quiries  into  the  proper  Method  of  preferving  and 
bringing  up  Children. 

On  the  Firft  of  May,  1747,  the  firft  Stone 
of  the  Chapel  was  laid  in  the  Prefence  of  a  nu¬ 
merous  Affembly  of  Perfons  of  Diftindtion ;  on 
which  Stone  was  a  Copper-plate  with  an  Infcrip- 
tion  mentioning  the  Time  when  it  was  laid,  and 
a  large  Collection  was  made  for  carrying  on  that 
neceffary  Work. 

In  November,  1748,  the  Governors  obferving 
that  the  Manufacture  of  Silk  was  too  effeminate 
for  the  larger  Boys,  refolved  that  the  Boys  fhould 
be  employed  in  the  open  Air,  and  enured  to  the 
Changes  of  Weather,  and  therefore  appointed  a 
Committee,  and  caufed  Advertifements  to  be 
pu.blifhed  to  make  proper  Inquires  what  Manu¬ 
factures  would  be  rnoft  fuitable  for  this  Purpofe ; 
which  Committee  having  received  and  examined 
the  feveral  Propofals  made  to  them,  reported  that 
the  manufacturing  of  Hemp  and  Flax  into  Twine, 
imall  Cordage  Lines,  and  alfo  into  fifhing  and 
other  Nets,  was  the  moft  proper  Manufacture  for 
the  Employment  of  the  Boys:  In  Purfuance  of 
which  the  General  Committee  refolved  that  a  Tryal 
be  made  in  employing  the  Boys  in  the  manu¬ 
facturing  of  Flemp  as  recommended,  being  la¬ 
borious  and  to  be  performed  in  the  Air,  and  in 
every  Refpedt  confident  with  their  Deftination  to 
Navigation  and  Hufbandry  ;  and  alfo  in  employ¬ 
ing  them  in  the  Garden  and  Bufinefs  of  the  Houfe, 
according  to  their  Strength  and  Capacity. 

And  that  the  Girls  fhould  be  inftrudted  and  em¬ 
ployed  in  all  Sorts. of  Houfhold  Work  in  the 
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Kitchen,  Laundry,  and  Chambers,  to  make  them 
fit  for  Service  ;  and  alfo  in  fewing,  knitting,  and 
fpinning  ;  and  if  more  than  fufficient  for  thefe 
Purpofes,  to  be  employed  in  winding  Silk,  or 
making  Nets. 

On  the  2 gtb  of  March ,  1749,  the  General 
Court  being  informed  of  the  Increafe  of  Bene¬ 
factions  to  this  Charity,  and  of  the  Number  of 
Children,  and  that  it  was  proper  the  Boys  fhould 
be  kept  feparate  from  the  Girls,  gave  Directions 
for  building  the  other  Wing  of  the  Hofpital,  and 
referred  it  to  the  Committee  to  carry  on  that 
Work  as  foon  as  pofiible. 

The  Benefactions  and  Legacies  given,  appear 
by  Tables  placed  in  the  Great  Room  of  the  Hof¬ 
pital. 

The  annual  Subfcription  by  a  Book  in  the  Cuf- 
tody  of  the  Steward  ;  but  the  Sums  hitherto 
given,  are  very  deficient  to  anfvver  the  intended 
Extenfivenefs  of  this  Charity.  The  good  Con- 
fequences  which  this  Nation  may  derive  from  it* 
are  fo  apparent,  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  fuch  En¬ 
couragements  will  be  given  to  it,  that  this  Hof¬ 
pital  may  foon  be  a  Receptacle  to  All  fuch  poof 
Children  as  fhall  be  brought  to  it. 

There  has  already  been  more  than  500  Chil¬ 
dren  received  and  maintained  by  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  *,  but  Experience  hath  fhewn  that  ObjeCts  for 
this  Charity  are  very  numerous,  and  that  friany 
thoufand  Lives  may  be  preferved  for  the  Benefit 
of  their  Country,  if  Perfons  of  Fortune  fhall 
think  proper  to  extend  their  Companion  and 
publick  Spirit  to  fo  ddirable  a  Furpofe. 
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George  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
and  fo  forth ,  to  whom  theje  Prejents  Jhall 
come ,  Greeting .

'HERE  AS  Our  Trudy  and  Well- 
beloved  Subjedt,  Thomas  Coram ,  Gen¬ 
tleman,  in  behalf  of  great  Numbers 
of  helplefs  Infants,  daily  expofed  to 
Deftrudtion,  has  by  his  Petition,  humbly  repre- 
fented  unto  Us,  that  many  Perfons  of  Quality 
and  Diftindtion,  as  well  as  others,  of  both  Sexes 
(being  fenfible  of  the  frequent  Murders  com¬ 
mitted  on  poor  miferable  Infants  by  their  Parents, 
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to  hide  their  Shame,  and  the  inhuman  Cuftom  of 
expofing  new-born  Children  to  perifh  in  the 
Streets,  or  training  them  up  in  Idlenefs,  Beggary, 
and  Theft)  have,  by  Inftruments  in  Writing, 
declared  their  Intentions  to  contribute  liberally  to¬ 
wards  the  eredting  an  Hofpital,  after  the  Example 
of  other  Chriftian  Countries,  and  for  fupporting 
the  fame,  for  the  Reception,  Maintenance  and 
proper  Education  of  fuch  helplefs  Infants,  as  foon 
as  We  fhould  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  Our 
Letters  Patent  for  that  good  Purpofe  ;  That  fe- 
reral  Legacies  having  been  bequeathed  for  the 
fame,  to  be  paid  by  Executors,  when  any  fuch 
Hofpital  fhall  be  properly  eftablifhed  here  j  the 
Petitioner  therefore  hath  humbly  prayed  Us,  that 
We  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  Our 
Royal  Charter  for  incorporating  fuch  Perfons,  as 
We  fhall  think  fit,  for  receiving  and  difpofing  of 
Charities  for  eredting  and  fupporting  an  Hofpital 
for  the  Reception,  Maintenance,  and  proper  E- 
ducation  of  fuch  expofed  and  caft-off  Children  as 
may  be  brought  to  it,  under  fuch  Rules  and  .Re¬ 
gulations,  as  to  Us  may  feem  meet. 

Wey  taking  the  Premises  into  Our  Royal  Con- 
fideration,  and  being  defirous  to  promote  fo  good 
and  laudable  an  Eftablifhment,  are  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  gratify  the  Petitioner  in  his  Requeft. 

Know  ye  therefore ,  that  We,  of  Ourefpecial 
Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion, 
have  willed,  ordained,  conftituted,  and  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  Us,  our  Heirs 
and  Succefiors,  Do  will ,  ordain,  conftitute,  de¬ 
clare,  and  grant,  That  {fthe  Governors  Names) 
and  fuch  others,  as  fhall  from  time  to  time  be

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and  their  Succeflbrs  be,  and  fhall  for  ever  here¬

Demands  whatfoever,  and  to  a£t  and  do  in  all 
Matters  and  Things  relating  to  the  faid  Corpora¬ 
tion,  in  as  atnple  Manner  and  Form,  as  any 
other  Our  liege  Subjects,  being  Perfons  able  and 
capable  in  the  Law,  or  any  other  Body  Politick 
or  Corporate  in  this  Part  of  Our  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  called  England ,  lawfully  may  or 
can  adl  or  do  ;  and  that  the  faid  Corporation  for 
ever  hereafter  fhall  and  may  have  and  ufe  a  com¬ 
mon  Seal  for  the  Caufes  and  Bufmefles  of  them 
and  their  SuccefTors  ^  and  that  it  fhall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  them,  and  their  SuccefTors,  to 
change,  break,  alter,  and  make  new  the  faid  Seal 
from  time  to  time,  as  they  fhall  think  fit. 

And ,  for  the  better  Execution  of  the  Purpofes 
aforefaid,  We  do  declare  and  grant.  That  the  faid 
Corporation,  and  their  SuccefTors  for  ever,  fhall 
have  One  Prefident,  Six  Vice-Prefidents,  and  One 
Treafurer-,  and  that  John  Duke  of  Bedford  be 
the  Firft  Prefident  ^  that  Mtcajah  Perry ,  Lord 
V ere  Beauclerk ,  Sir  Jofeph  Eyles ,  Martin  Folkes , 
Peter  Burrel ,  and  James  Cook  be  the  Six  firft 
Pice-Prefidents  and  that  Lewis  Way  be  the  firft 
Treafurer  of  the  faid  Corporation,  each  of  them 
refpe&ively  to  continue  in  their  feveral  and  re- 
fpedtive  Offices  of  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents, 
and  Treafurer,  until  the  fecond  Wednefday  in 
May ,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  forty,  and 
until  others  fhall  be  chofen  in  their  refpedlive 
Rooms. 

And 
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And  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is.  That  the  faid 
Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  and  Treafurer,  and 
the  reft  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  Corporation 
alfo  above-named,  or  as  many  of  them  the  faid 
Prefident,  Vice-Preftdents,  and  Members  as  con¬ 
veniently  can,  may,  within  forty  Days  next  after 
the  Date  of  this  Our  Grant,  meet  together  at 
fuch  Time  and  Place  as  the  faid  Prefident  fhall 
appoint  by  Summons,  or  other  Notice,  which

cefTors,  give  and  grant  full  Power  and  Authority 
to  make  and  eftablifh  fuch  Rules  and  Directions 
for  the  Receptiori,  Maintenance,  and  Employ¬ 
ment  qf  fuch  poor  deferted  Children,  as  they,  or 
the  major  Part  of  them,  fhall  think  meet,  fit,  and 
convenient,  from  time  to  time  ;  and  for  that  Pur- 
pofe  fuch  Committee  or  Committees  may  eredt 
or  purchafe  fuch  fitting  Place  to  be  an  Hofpital 
for  the  Reception  of  fuch  Children. 

And  Our  further  JVill  is ,  That  on  every  fecond 
Wednefday  in  the  Month  of  May  yearly,  there  fliall 
and  may  be  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors 
and  Guardians  of  the  faid  Corporation  in  the  faid 
Hofpital,  or  at  fome  other  convenient  Place,  un¬ 
til  the  faid  Hofpital  be  made  ready  to  receive 
them,  for  the  electing  by  Ballot  all  fucceeding  Pre- 
fidents,  Vice-prefidents,  Treafurers,  and  Com¬ 
mittees  out  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  Corpora¬ 
tion,  by  Majority  of  Votes  of  all  the  Members 
then  perfonally  prefent,  to  continue  in  their  re- 
fpe&ive  Offices  until  the  fecond  JVednefday  in  the

That  the  faid  Corporation, 
and  their  SuccelTors,  or  the  major  Part  of  fuch  of 
them  as  fhall  be  prefent  at  any  Yearly  or  Quar¬ 
terly  Court,  or  other  General  Meeting,  which  the

Parents*  has  been  molt  gracioufly  plealed,  by

Nor 
jngS  or  fhall  any  Mortuary,  Fee,  or  Reward  whatfoever. 
Burials,  be  due  or  payable  to  any  Redtor,  Vicar,  Curate, 
Minifter,  Clerk,  Sexton,  or  other  Officer  of  any 
Pariffi  or  Parifhes,  where  fuch  Hofpital  or  Hof¬ 
pitals,  Houfe  or  Houfes,  Place  or  Places  fhall  be 
fituate,  for  or  on  Account  of  the  Chriftehing,

of  Twenty  one  Years,  or  fhall  be  married  ;  or  to 
bind  any  fuch  Child  or  Children  Apprentice  or  Ap¬ 
prentices  to  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  fhall  be 
willing  to  take  the  fame,  or  to  place  them  out  as 
Servants,  or  as  Mariners,  to  any  Hufbandman, 

Mailer,  or  Captain  of  a  Ship,  or  other  Perfon 
whatfoever,  till  their  faid  relpedive  Ages,  as 
aforefaid  ;  and  that  every  fuch  Binding  or  Hiring 
fhall  be  as  effedlual  to  all  Purpofes,  as  if  fuch 
Child  were  of  full  Age,  and  by  Indenture  or  other- 
wife  had  bound  or  hired  themlelves.

IVednefday  in  May  *,  and  for  that  Purpofe  the  Ma¬ 
jority  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians  then  pre¬ 
fent,  fhall  have  Power  to  adjourn  fuch  Meeting

Guardians  of  the  faid  Corporation,  or  the  major 
Part  of  them,  fhall  have  Power,  at  the  next  Ge¬ 
neral  or  Quarterly  Court  that  fhall  be  kept  and 
held  by  them,  after  fuch  Vacancy  or  Vacancies 
fhall  happen,  to  proceed  to  a  new  Eledtion  of  a 
Prefxdent,  Vice-prefident,  or  Treafurer,  in  the 
Place  of  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  deceafed  *,  all 
which  Eledtion  fhall  be  by  way  of  Ballot,  in  fuch 
Manner,  as  aforefaid  :  And,  for  the  better  or¬ 
dering  and  managing  the  Affairs  of  the  faid  Cor¬ 
poration,  be  it  further  enabled ,  that  the  Governors 
and  Guardians  of  the  faid  Corporation  for  the  time 
being,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  are  hereby  im- 
powered,  at  any  of  the  General,  or  Quarterly 
Courts,  which  fhall,  from  time  to  time,  be  kept 
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held  by  them,  to  chufe  and  appoint  One  or  more 
Committee  or  Committees,  as  Occafion  fhall  re¬ 
quire,  for  tranfadling  fuch  Bu finds,  and  auditing 
the  Accounts  of  the  faid  Corporation,  and  to  re¬ 
quire  the  Treafurer,  Officers,  and  Servants  of  the 
faid  Corporation  to  account  at  fuch  Times,  and 
in  fuch  Manner,  as  they  fhall  direct,  and  for  fuch 
other  Purpofes  as  they  fhall  think  fit ;  and  at  the 
faid  General  and  Quarterly  Courts  fhall  have 
Power  to  examine,  allow,  and  pafs  fuch  Ac¬ 
counts,  and  to  make  fuch  By  laws  as  they  fhall 
think  proper,  for  the  better  Government  of  the 
faid  Corporation  j  Provided ,  That  no  By-law  fo 
made  fhall  have  any  Force  or  Effedl  till  approved 
of  by  the  next  Quarterly  General  Court  ;  and  pro¬ 
vided  alfo ,  That  the  fame  be  not  inconfiftent  with 
the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  Realm. 

Provided  always ,  and  it  is  hereby  further  enabled

And  he  it  further  enabled^  That  in  cafe  any  in-s£ryants 
ferior  Officer  or  Servant  ffiall  refufe  to  accompt,  °c^ptt0 
as  aforefaid,  or  to  produce  any  Papers,  Books, 
Vouchers,  or  other  Effects  whatfoever,  which  he, 
ffie,  or  they  ffiall  be  intruded  with,  by  or  on  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  faid  Corporation,  that  it  ffiall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  any  Two  of  His  Majefty’s 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  County,  Liberty, 
or  Franchife  where  fuch  Servant  ffiall  be  found, 
on  Complaint  made  on  the  Part  of  the  faid  Cor¬ 
poration,  to  commit  any  fuch  inferior  Officer  or 
Servant  to  the  common  Goal  of  the  faid  County, 

Liberty,  or  Franchife,  there  to  remain  without 
Bail  or  Mainprize,  until  he  or  ffie  hath  made  a 
true  Accompt,  and  fatisfied  and  paid  fo  much, 
as  upon  the  faid  Account  ffiall  be  remaining  in 
his  or  her  Hands,  and  has  delivered  up  to  the  faid 
Corporation  fuch  Papers,  Books,  Vouchers,  or 
other  Effects. 

And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  this  A6t  ffiall  be^u^ick 
a  publick  A6t,  and  be  fo  deemed  and  taken  to  be, 
and  ffiall  and  may  in  all  Cafes  be  given  in  Evi¬ 
dence  on  the  general  Iffiue,  and  not  be  fpecially 
pleaded.

BY-LAW 


Servants.  Firfty 


NO  Officer  or  Servant  of  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  fhall  cake  any  Gratuity,  Fee,  or 
Reward,  for  any  thing  relating  to  this  Corpora¬ 
tion,  from  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  but  fuch  only 
as  fhall  be  paid  by  this  Corporation  ;  and  any 
Officer  or  Servant,  offending  therein,  fhall  be 
immediately  difcharged,  and  rendered  incapable 
of  ferving  the  Corporation  hereafter. 

Cafh.  Secondly ,  All  Sums  of  Money  which  are  re¬ 

ceived  by  the  T reafurer,  on  Account  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  fhall  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England , 
when  the  fame  fhall  amount  to  more  than  two 
hundred  Pounds  *,  and  all  Monies  to  be  paid  on 
Account  of  this  Corporation,  fhall  be  paid  to  the 
Treafurer,  out  of  impreft  Sums  to  be  made  to 
him,  by  Order  of  the  General  Committee,  by 
Draughts  upon  the  Bank  of  England ,  fi gned  by 
the  Chairman,  and  two  at  leafl  of  the  faid  Com¬ 
mittee  and  whenever  the  Cafh  in  the  Bank  fhall 
amount  to  the  Sum  of  five-hundred  Pounds,  be¬ 
yond  the  current  and  ufual  Expence  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  the  Treafurer  fhall  acquaint  the  General 
Committee  therewith,  that  the  fame  may  be  dif- 
pofed  of,  but  no  Lands,  or  other  real  Eftate 
(laving  only  Houfes  to  be  converted  into  an  Hof- 
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pital,  or  Lands  for  the  Scite  thereof)  fhall  be 
purchafed  without  the  Order  of  the  General  Court, 
nor  fhall  any  Cafh  belonging  to  this  Corporation, 
be  placed  out  on  any  Securities,  other  than  Par¬ 
liamentary  Securities,  unlefs  by  Direction  of  the 
General  Court. 

Thirdly ,  The  General  Committee  fhall  meet  as  General 
often  as  they  fhall  fee  convenient,  byAdjournment,Comml£~ 
or  on  proper  Notice.  Any  Seven  or  more  of  them  ee* 
fhall  have  Power  to  tranfadl  Bufinefs,  and,  in 
cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Votes,  the  Chairman  fhall 
have  a  double  or  calling  Vote. 

Fourthly ,  No  Committee  fhall  contradl  for,  orGover- 
purchafe  any  Thing  whatfoever,  for  the  Ufe  ofaors  ex~ 
the  Hofpital,  in  which  any  Governor  or  Guardian 
has  any  Property,  Interefl,  or  Concern,  Land  or  any  profit 
Houfes  only  excepted.  Nor  fhall  the  Generalof  the 
Court,  or  Committee,  eledt  any  Governor  andHoiPitaI* 
Guardian  of  the  Llofpital,  to  any  Place  or  Office 
of  this  Corporation,  to  which  any  Salary  fhall  be 
annexed. 

Fifthly ,  The  Seal  of  this  Corporation  fhall  be  The  Seal, 
kept  in  a  Box,  with  three  different  Locks  and 
Keys,  one  of  which  fhall  be  in  the  Cuflody  of 
the  Prefident,  another  in  the  Cuflody  of  the  Trea- 
furer,  and  the  third  in  the  Cuflody  of  fuch  Go¬ 
vernor  and  Guardian,  as  the  General  Court,  or 
General  Committee,  fhall  appoint.  And  the  Seal 
fhall  not  be  affixed  to  any  Writing  or  Inflrument 
whatfoever,  but  by  Order  of  the  General  Court, 
or  by  Order  of  the  General  Committee,  and  the 
fame  fhall  always  be  fo  affixed  in  the  Prefence  ot 
four  of  the  laid  Committee,  two  of  whom  with 
the  Secretary  fhall  counterfign  the  fame;  and,  at 
the  fame  time,  an  Entry  fhall  be  made  in  the 
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Minute-Book,  of  fuch  General  Court  or  Com* 
mittee,  of  the  Purpofes  for  which,  and  the  Time 
when  the  Seal  was  affixed,  which  fhall  likewife  be 
figned  by  the  faid  four  Gentlemen,  which  Book 
fhall  be  produced  to  the  next  General  Committee, 
or,  if  required,  to  any  General  Meeting  j  and 
that,  in  cafe  the  Prefident,  Treafurer,  or  other 
Governor  and  Guardian,  in  whofe  Cuftody  the 
Keys  are,  fhall  not  attend,  they  fhall  deliver  the 
Key  to  fuch  Governor  and  Guardian,  as  they 
think  fit,  provided  fuch  Governor  and  Guardian 
is  not  pofTefied  of  another  Key  *,  and  that,  if  it 
fhould  fo  happen,  that  fuch  Governor  and  Guar¬ 
dian  is  pofTefied  of  a  Key  before,  he  fhall  deliver 
the  laft  Key  received  to  another  Governor  and 
Guardian  who  has  none. 

Extraor-  Sixthly ,  When,  and  as  often  as  the  General 

dinary  Committee,  by  any  Writing,  to  be  figned  by 
their  Secretary,  or  as  any  feven  or  more  of  the 
Governors  and  Guardians,  fhall  apply  to  the  Pre¬ 
fident  for  the  Time  being,  for  the  Calling  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Meeting,  fignifying  in  Writing,  figned  by 
them,  the  Reafon  of  fuch  Meeting,  the  faid 
Prefident  fhall,  thereupon,  call  and  appoint  the 
fame  to  be  held  within  the  Space  of  ten  Days 
then  next  after,  by  diredting  three  Days  Notice  to 
be  given  (in  the  Gazette ,  and  any  other  publick 
News-Paper)  thereof,  and  of  the  Caufe  of  fuch 
Meeting. 

Account?.  Seventhly ,  The  Majority  of  the  Governors  and 
Guardians,  who  fhall  be  prefen t  at  every  General 
Meeting  of  this  Corporation,  which  fhall  be  held 
next  alter  Lady- Day,  in  every  Year,  fhall  have 
Power,  at  fuch  General  Meeting,  to  appoint  a 
Special  Committee  to  examine,  audit,  and  adjuft 
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the  Accounts  of  the  Treafurer  of  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  the  Time  being,  and  of  the  Officers  and 
Servants  of  the  Hofpital,  made  up  to  the  faid 
Lady-Day  ;  and,  for  that  Purpofe,  to  require  fuch 
Treafurer,  Officers,  and  Servants,  to  Jay  their 
Accounts,  and  Vouchers  thereunto  belonging, 
before  fuch  Committee,  who  is  to  report  the  fame 
with  their  Opinion,  at  the  next  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  this 
Corporation,  on  the  fecond  JVednefday  in  May 
yearly.

CHAP.  I. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Corporation . 

THIS  Corporation  is  impowered  to  a<5t 
(by  Charter,  and  A<5t  of  Parliament  con¬ 
firming  it)  either  in  an  Afiembly  of  the 
Governors  and  Guardians,  which  is  called  a  Gene - 
ral  Court  or  Meeting  •,  or  by  a  Seledt  Number, 
or  Committee,  which  is  called  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee  for  managing  the  Eft  ate  and  Effects  of  the 
Hofpital  \  which  Committee  is  to  be  chofen  an¬ 
nually  by  the  General  Court, 

§  i.  General  Courts . 

General  Courts  muft  confift  of  thirteen  Go¬ 
vernors  at  leaf!  ;  and  in  them  the  Prefident,  or 
in  his  Abfence  the  Vice-prefident  firfb  named  in 
the  Lift  of  Vice-prefidents  (which  is  always  to 
be  made  Alphabetically)  is  to  prefide  ^  to  keep 
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Order  and  Decency,  to  explain  the  Bufinefs  of  the 
Afiembly,  to  put  Queftions,  and  that  by  Way 
of  Ballot,  if  demanded,  to  declare  the  Num¬ 
bers  of  the  Ballot,  and  in  Cafe  of  an  Equality  of 
Votes,  he  is  to  have  a  Double  or  Calling  Vote. 

No  Court  is  to  be  adjourned,  but  by  Confent 
of  the  Majority  of  Governors  prefent. 

Previous  to  the  holding  any  General  Court, 
three  Days  Notice  is  to  be  given  in  the  Gazette , 
which  Notice  is  to  exprefs  the  Purpofe  for  which 
fuch  Court  is  to  be  held. 

The  Ordinary  General  Courts,  appointed  by 
the  Charter,  are  an  annual  Court  for  the  Election 
of  the  Committee,  and  quarterly  Courts  for  o- 
ther  Purpofes  :  But  Extraordinary  Courts  may 
be  called,  if  Occafion  requires. 

Fourteen  Days  previous  to  the  Annual  Court,  Annual 
the  Secretary  is  to  caufe  a  Lift  to  be  printed  ofLourt* 
the  Names  of  the  General  Committee,  and  of  all 
the  Governors,  and  alfo  the  Regulations  con¬ 
cerning  Eledlions. 

The  Annual  Court  is  to  be  held  on  the  fecond 
IVednefday  in  May,  for  dealing  by  Ballot  a  Pre- 
fident,  Six  Vice-prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee,  and  a  Secretary. 

If  the  Eledlion  is  not  compleated  on  that  Day, 
the  Court  may  be  adjourned,  and  the  Eledlion 
compleated  at  any  Time  within  forty  Days  after. 

The  Method  of  Election  is  as  follows  :  Two^^  0f 
Scrutineers  are  to  be  nominated  and  chofe  by  the  Election. 
Majority  of  Hands  prefent,  before  the  Ballot 
fhall  begin  *,  which  is  to  be  at  Eleven  o’Clock  in 
the  Forenoon,  and  to  continue  till  Two  in  the 
Afternoon,  at  which  Time  the  Ballot  Ihall  be 
doled. 


When 
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When  any  Governor  offers  to  vote,  his  Name 
is  to  be  marked  in  a  Lift  of  Governors  by  the  Se¬ 
cretary  *,  and  he  is  to  deliver  the  Lift  of  the 
Names  of  the  Perfons  he  votes  for  to  the  Perfon 
who  prefides,  who  fhall  immediately  put  it  into 
a  proper  Glafs. 

The  Prefident,  Six  Vice-prefidents,  and  the 
Treafurer  are  to  be  firft  chofe  ♦,  and  they  are  to 
be  Part  of  the  General  Committee. 

When  they  are  chofe,  forty-two  other  of  the 
Governors  are  to  be  eledted,  who  together  with 
them  are  to  be  the  General  Committee  for  managing 
and  tranfacting  the  Affairs  of  the  Hofpital  the 
Year  en  filing,  and  till  others  fhall  be  chofe  in  their 
Room. 

In  the  Election  every  Lift  containing  the 
Names  of  more  than  twenty-eight  Perfons, 
which  were  of  the  forty-two  who  were  fo  eledted 
the  preceding  Year,  fhall  be  totally  rejedfed. 

All  Difputes,  concerning  the  Eledtion  of  this 
Committee,  fhall  be  determined  by  the  Majority 
of  the  Governors  prefent. 

When  the  General  Committee  is  chofen,  a  Se¬ 
cretary  is  alfo  to  be  chofen  by  Ballot. 

Report  of  At  t1fle  fame  Court,  the  Report  of  the  Special 
Commit-  Committee,  appointed  at  the  preceding  Quarterly 
tee  of  Ac- Meeting,  to  audit  and  adjuft  the  Accounts  of  the 
counts.  Treafurer,  Officers,  and  Servants  to  the  Lady-day 
preceding,  is  to  be  received  *  and,  if  then  ap¬ 
proved,  is  to  he  figned  by  thirteen  Governors ,  and 
may  be  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Quarterly  Courts  are  to  be  held  on  the 
Quarterly  W'ednefday  after  Lady-day ,  Midfummer , 
0UiLS'  RLchaelmas ,  and  Chriftmas-Days. 
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At  thefe  Courts  and  no  other,  Leafes  may  be 
executed,  and  By-Laws  made  ;  which  By-Laws-’ 
are  not  binding  till  confirmed  by  fome  fubfequent 
Court. 

At  the  Quarterly  Court  next  after  Lady-day ,  a 
Committee,  confining  of  feven  Governors  who 
are  not  of  the  General  Committee,  are  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed,  for  auditing  the  Accounts  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  according  to  the  By-law  for  that  Pur- 
pofe. 

At  any  of  thefe  General  Meetings,  Governors 
and  Guardians  may  be  elected,  who  have  been 
Benefadors  to  the  Amount  of  fifty  Pounds,  or 
who  have  been  nominated  at  any  preceding  Meet- 
ing.  #  ' 

Extraordinary  Courts  are  to  be  called  by  the-Extraor- 
Prefident  at  the  Requeft  of  the  General  Com-^inar/ 
mittee,  figned  by  their  Secretary,  or  of  any^ourti‘ 
feven  Governors,  figned  by  them,  according  to 
the  By-law  for  that  Purpofe.

§  2.  General  Committee* 

The  General  ‘Committee,  or  any  feven  or 
more  of  them,  have  Power  to  manage  and  tranf- 
ad  the  Affairs  of  this  Corporation,  but  for  a 
readier  Difpatch  of  Bufinefs  may  appoint  Sub- 
Committees,  giving  them  fuch  Power  as  they 
think  proper. 

In  the  General  Committee  all  Queflions  are  to 
be  determined  by  the  Majority,  and  that  by  Bal¬ 
lot,  when  demanded. 

The  Chairman  has  a  Double  or  Calling  Vote, 
when  the  Votes  are  equal.  This  Committee  eleds 
the  inferior  Officers  and  Servants,  and  removes 
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them,  when  they  mifbehave,  and  makes  all 
Contrails  and  Agreements,  which  they  are  to 
have  regiftered  in  a  Book. 

They  appoint  the  Times  for  the  Reception  of 
Children  and  the  Number  to  be  received  ;  they 
chufe  the  InfpeCtors,  and  order  the  Dilpofition  of 
the  Children  from  the  Time  of  their  Reception  to 
that  of  their  Difcharge,  giving  proper  Directions 
to  the  InfpeCtors,  and  regulating  the  Agreements 
with  Nurles,  Mailers,  and  Miftreffes,  or  other 
Perfons,  with  whom  they  are  or  fhall  be  placed  ; 
taking  care  that  the  Children  are  properly  in- 
fpeCted,  till  they  are  totally  difcharged  from  the 
Hofpital. 

This  Committee  takes  Care  that  the  Cloathing 
of  the  Hofpital  be  provided  of  the  Manufacture 
of  Great  Britain ,  or  Ireland ;  that  Patterns  of  each 
Sort  be  kept  by  the  Steward,  that  the  Goods  be 
not  paid  for  before  they  have  been  viewed  by 
him,  and  the  Bills  of  Parcels  are  figned  by  him. 

This  Committee  is  to  take  Care  that  the  Books 
of  the  Hofpital  be  regularly  kept. 

That  Debts  and  Legacies  be  recovered,  when 
due  *,  and  for  that  Purpofe  are  to  caufe  all  Le¬ 
gacies  to  be  entered  in  a  Book,  and  to  have  a 
Memorandum  of  all  Debts,  Gifts,  and  Legacies 
unpaid,  laid  on  the  Table  by  the  Secretary  at 
every  Meeting. 

They  are  to  fee  that  all  Demands  on  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  are  regularly  difcharged  ;  and  for  that  Pur¬ 
pofe  are  to  imprefs  to  the  Treafurer  what  Money 
he  fhall  have  Occafion  for,  by  Draughts  on  the 
Bank  of  England ,  as  by  the  By-Law  is  directed, 
who  is  thereout  to  pay  the  feveral  Tradef- 
mens  and  Workmens  Bills,  after  they  have  been 
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examined,  allowed,  and  figned  by  the  Surveyor 
or  Steward,  and  have  been  directed  to  be  paid  by 
the  Committee  •,  and  the  Treafurer  is  to  lign  the 
Book  wherein  all  fuch  Draughts  are  entered  to  be 
a  Charge  upon  him. 

And  they  are  to  make  Draughts  on  the  Trea¬ 
furer,  payable  to  the  Steward  on  Account  of 
Houfhold  Expences  and  incident  Charges,  which 
Draughts  are  to  figned  by  Three  of  the  General 
Committee,  and  entered  in  a  Book  to  be  figned 
by  the  fame  Three  Governors,  and  by  the  Stew¬ 
ard  to  be  a  Charge  upon  him. 

This  Committee  is  to  take  Care  that  all  the 
Revenues  of  the  Hofpital  be  regularly  received 
and  accounted  for.  That  the  Buildings,  (± fc. 
be  kept  in  Repair.  That  what  Money  is  not 
wanted  for  the  immediate  Service  of  the  Hofpital, 
be  placed  out  in  transferrable  Government  Secu¬ 
rities,  in  the  Name  of  this  Corporation. 

They  are  not  to  accept  of  private  Securities, 
nor  to  purchafe  Lands,  &V.  without  the  Leave  of 

General  Court. 

T hey  are  to  make  fuch  Rules  for  the  Management 
of  the  Corporation  as  they  find  necejfary ,  and  to  caufe 
them  to  he  infer  ted  in  the  Book  kept  for  that  Pur * 
pofe. 

To  propofe  fuch  By-Laws  as  they  find  proper 
to  the  General  Court,  and  to  confider  of  all  pro¬ 
per  Methods  for  promoting  this  Charity,  but  are 
not  to  grant  Commifiions  to  any  Perfon  to  collect 
Charity  but  by  Order  of  the  General  Court. 

§  *3.  Sub- Committees f 

The  Sub-Committees  are  appointed  by  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee  for  the  Difpatch  of  that  Bufineft 
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by  a  Few,  which  fo  many  Perfons,  as  are  neceP 
fary  to  conftituts  a  General  Committee,  cannot 
have  Leifure  to  attend.  Thefe  Committees  are 
occafionally  wanted  Tor  Building,  Cloathing,  or 
other  Furpofes,  and  proper  Powers  and  Inftruc- 
tions  are  given  them  at  the  Time  of  their  Ap¬ 
pointment.  But  the  following  Committees  will 
be  always  neceiTary  to  be  chofen,  as  foon  as  the 
General  Committee  meet  after  their  Eleftion,  viz , 
A  Committee  for  managing  the  Houfe  called  the 
Houfe  Committee ,  and  a  Committee  of  Accounts 
(befides  that  named  by  the  General  Court  for 
auditing  the  Annual  Accounts.)  The  fame  Perfons 
may  conflitute  thefe  Committees,  or  all  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  General  Committee  may  have  Voices  ; 
but  it  is  neceffary  that  a  few  be  im powered  to 
aft,  and  that  proper  Times  be  appointed  for  each 
diflinft  Bufmefs,  to  avoid  Confufion  and  Inter¬ 
ruption. 

The  Prefident,  Vice-prefident,  and  Treafurer 
are  of  ail  Committees  without  any  particular  Ap¬ 
pointment.  Of  the  Houfe  Committee  or  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Accounts,  Two  form  a  Committee, 
and  make  and  do  all  Afts,  which  thofe  Com¬ 
mittees  are  impowered  to  do. 

The  Houfe  Committee  is  to  give  Orders  for  the 
Commit-  Management  of  the  Houfe,  of  the  Cloathing, 
tee.  Provifion,  and  Furniture  ;  to  caufe  proper  Inven¬ 
tories  to  be  taken  and  Accounts  kept  thereof. 
They  have  Power  to  difcharge  Nurfes  and  Ser¬ 
vants  immediately,  when  necdfary. 

They  are  to  keep  the  General  Regifter,  they 
are  to  order  proper  Cloathing  to  be  fent  to  the 
Infpeftors,  when  wanted  *,  and  are  to  acquaint 
the  General  Committee  what  Remittances  are 
wanted  by  the  Infpeftors,

They  are  to  fee  that  the  Books  and  Papers  of 
the  Hofpital  be  regularly  kept  in  the  Places  ap¬ 
pointed  for  them,  and  that  Entries  beregularly 
made. 

They  are  to  deliver  to  the  Treafurer  the  Money 
found  in  the  Charity-Boxes,  or  collected  at  any  pub- 
lick  Meeting,  entering  the  fame  in  the  Book  for 
that  Purpofe,  and  figning  the  Book. 

They  are  to  infpedl  every  Thing  belonging  to 
the  Houfe,  as  Cccafion  fhall  require  ;  to  keep  a 
Minute  Book  of  their  Orders  and  Obfervations, 
and  make  Reports  to  the  General  Committee  from 
Time  to  Time,  as  Occafion  fhall  require. 

The  Committee  of  Accounts  ought  to  meet  Comm it- 
once  a  Month,  to  audit  the  Accounts  of  the  eecl  Ac' 
Steward  and  InfpeClors,  to  fee  Vouchers,  to  ex-  ounts* 
amine  Tradefmen’s  Bills,  and  to  make  a  Lift  of 
them,  and  deliver  it  to  the  General  Committee, 
that  an  Order  may  be  made  for  their  Payment. 

They  are  to  fee  all  the  Accounts  of  the  Hofpital 
regularly  kept,  and  properly  entered  up  by  the 
Secretary,  according  to  the  following  Method, 
and  every  Thing  made  up  for  the  Annual  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Accounts  to  audit. 

The  Annual  Committee  of  Accounts  is  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  By-Law,  which  therefore  need 
not  be  here  repeated. 

The  Method  of  keeping  the  Accounts  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

§  4.  Of  the  Accounts  and  Treafurer, 

A  Cafh-book  lhall  be  kept  by  the  Treafurer, 
to  contain  the  Whole  of  the  Sums  received  and 
paid  by  him  on  Account  of  this  Hofpital,  quar¬ 
terly. 


As 
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As  to  Receipts  :  Every  contingent  Benefaction 
received  by  the  Treafurer,  fhall  be  entered  in  a 
General  Cafh  book  by  the  Secretary,  with  the 

Benefactors  Names. 

A  Petty  Cafh-Book  fhall  be  kept  by  the 
Steward  of  the  Annual  Benefactions,  the  Total 
Amount  of  which  fhall  be  entered  into  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Cafh-Book  :  And  the  Particulars  in  an¬ 
other  Book  by  the  Secretary,  in  proper  Columns 
to  denote  to  what  Time  the  Payment  is  made. 
Each  Banker  of  the  Hofpital  is  to  deliver  to  the 
Treafurer  a  Book  containing  an  Account  of  his 
Receipts  and  Payments. 

No  Payment  is  to  be  made  by  any  of  the 
Bankers,  except  to  the  Treafurer,  (or  his  Order) 
who  is  to  fettle  Accounts  with  them  Quarterly, 
when  Entries  are  made  of  his  Receipts  in  the 
General  Cafh-Book,  fpecifying  the  particular 
Benefactions. 

The  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of 
England  having  agreed  that  a  new  Book  fhall  be 
opened  at  the  Bank  in  the  Name  of  this  Corpo¬ 
ration,  wherein  Benefactors,  who  contribute  to 
this  Hofpital,  are  defired  to  fign  their  Names,  to 
be  a  Check  upon  the  Cafhier  who  ihall  receive  the 
fame,  who  is  alfo  to  fign  his  Name  in  the  faid 
Book  inftead  of  giving  any  Receipts  for  the  faid 
Benefactions  ;  and  that  a  Copy  of  the  faid  Book 
fhould  be  delivered  to  the  Treafurer  of  this  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  kept  entered  up  to  be  a  Charge 
upon  the  Bank  ;  Entries  are  to  be  made  every 
Quarter,  or  oftner,  in  the  General  Cafh-Book  of 
the  Benefactions  received  by  the  Bank. 

The  Money  taken  out  of  the  Charity  Boxes  or 
collected,  is  to  be  entered  Quarterly,  or  oftner. 
In  the  General  Cafh-Book. 

All 
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All  Sums  received  for  Intereft  of  South-Sea 
Annuities,  or  Securities,  or  arifing  by  the  Sale 
thereof,  or  by  Rents  of  their  Eftates,  and  all  o- 
thers  received  on  Account  of  the  Hofpital,  except 
thofe  which  are  to  be  entered  in  the  Manner  be¬ 
fore  directed,  are  to  be  entered  in  the  General 
Cafh-Book,  as  foon  as  received. 

The  Sums  received  in  the  General  Cafh-Book:

General  Account  of  Expences  for  Houfhold 
Expences,  or  any  other  Outgoings. 

The  General  Account  of  Expences  is  to  be 
Quarterly  debited  in  the  Journal  for  the  Total  of 
the  Difburfements  made  by  the  Steward  ;  and  he 
is  to  have  Credit  given  him  for  his  Dilburfe- 
ments. 

The  General  Account  of  Expences  is  to  be 
debited  in  the  Journal  to  each  refpeftive  Infpec- 
tor  for  his  Difburfements,  as  often  as  Accounts 
are  dated  with  them. 

As  to  Annual  Accounts  :  The  Leidger  is  to  be 
Annually  ballanced  by  the  Secretary  to  Lady-day  •, 
and  in  Order  thereto  the  Contingent  Benefactions, 
Annual  Benefadlions,  Money  found  in  the  Cha¬ 
rity-Boxes,  Legacies,  Intereft  of  Securities,  Rents 
of  Eftates,  or  any  other  Income  or  Revenue  of 
this  Hofpital  is  to  be  carried  to  an  Account,  to 
be  in  titled,  An  Account  of  the  Income  of  the  Hof 
pital  for  the  Maintenance  and  Education  of  expo  fed 
and  deferted  young  Children ,  and  the  Account  of 
Cloathing  carried  to  the  General  Account  of  Ex¬ 
pences. 

If  the  Total  Income  exceeds  the  General  Ac¬ 
count  of  Expences,  fuch  Surplus  or  Excefs  is  to 
be  Annually  placed  to  the  Credit  of  an  Account 
to  be  inti  tied,  Lhe  Eft  ate  of  the  Hofpital  for  the 
Maintenance  and  Education  of  expofed  and  deferted 
young  Children ,  and  vice  verfa ,  if  the  General  Ac¬ 
count  of  Expences  exceed  the  Income. 

An  Account  is  to  be  drawn  out  Annually  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Income  and  Expences  of  the 
Hofpital,  under  the  Heads  aforefaid,  and  of  the 
Cafh,  Securities,  Lands,  and  Effedls,  which 

conflitute 
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conftitute  and  make  up  the  Ballance  of  the  Eftate 
of  the  Hofpital. 

The  Accounts  are  to  be  laid  before  the  Go¬ 
vernors  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  on  the  fecond 
JVednefday  in  May^  being  firft  audited  by  a 
Special  Committee,  according  to  the  By-Law  for 
that  Purpofe. 

The  Treafurer. 

The  Treafurer  is  to  receive  all  Benefactions 
whatfoever,  except  thofe  paid  into  the  Bank ,  and 
all  the  Revenues  of  the  Corporation,  whether 
from  the  Steward  who  is  appointed  to  collect  fome 
of  them,  or  other  wife  howfoever  *,  and  to  pay  al} 
Sums  received  by  him  into  the  Bank. 

He  is  to  have  what  Money  he  wants  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Corporation,  impreffed  to  him  by 
Draughts  on  the  Bank ,  and  is  to  pay  thereout 
fuch  Draughts  as  are  made  on  him  by  the  General 
Committee,  and  fu.ch  Bills  as  they  ffiall  order  to 
be  paid,  in  the  Manner  before  mentioned. 

He  is  to  keep  the  Bank  Book,  and  to  ac¬ 
count  with  the  Corporation  Annually,  and  to  prer 
fide  in  Committees  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Prer 
fident  and  Vice-prefidents.  What  farther  relates 
to  his  Office  being  herein  before,  and  in  the  By- 
Laws  mentioned,  need  not  be  here  repeated. 

§  5.  The  Secretary . 

The  Secretary  is  to  have  the  Cuftody  of,  and 
regularly  keep  all  the  Books  herein  alter  men¬ 
tioned  i  to  attend  the  General  Meetings,  and 
Committees,  and  Sub-Committees,  when  re- 

G  quired  \ 
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quired*,  to  take  Minutes  at  fuch  Meetings,  which 
he  is  to  read  over  as  foon  as  the  Bufmefs  is  ended, 
^nd  to  enter  them  before  the  next  Meetings^ 
when  he  is  to  read  them  out  of  the  Book  previ¬ 
ous  to  any  other  Bufmefs,  and  if  they  are  ap¬ 
proved,  the  Book  is  to  be  figned  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  •,  to  write  Letters,  and  keep  fuch  Cor- 
refpondence  as  he  is  directed  by  the  General  Com¬ 
mittees,  or  Sub-Committees  •,  to  make  out  and 
fend  by  the  Meffenger  all  Summonfes  or  Letters 
to  the  Governors,  or  other  Perfons,  according  to 
the  Orders  he  fhall  receive  for  that  Purpofe,  or 
as  is  herein  or  in  the  By-Law  diredted.

are  to  contain,  not  only  the  lafl  Half  Years  Sub- 
lcription,  but  alfo  all  Arrears,  which  the  Trea- 
furer  is  to  fign  ;  the  Clerk  figning  a  Lilt  thereof, 
to  be  a  Charge  on  him.  He  is  to  eh  ter  all  fuch 
Sums  as  he  fhall  receive  on  that  Account,  in  the 
Book  kept  for  that  Purpofe  ;  to  pay  over  the 
Money  to  the  Treafurer,  and  at  the  End  of  each 
Quarter  to  make  up  his  Accounts,  and  deliver  up 
fuch  Receipts  as  remain  unpaid,  to  be  cancelled. 

He  is  alfo  to  coiled:  the  Rents  of  the  Hofpital, 
for  which  Purpofe  he  is  annually,  or  oftner,  if 
Occafion  fhall  require,  to  make  out  and  deliver 
to  the  Treafurer,  Rentals  of  the  Eftate  of  the 
Hofpital,  together  with  an  Account  of  all  Ar¬ 
rears  of  Rent.  He  is  to  colled  the  Rents  of  the 
Tenants  as  they  become  payable,  and  to  give 
Receipts  in  his  own  Name  for  fuch  Sums  as  he 
fhall  receive  on  that  Account  ^  to  make  proper 

G  2  •  Entries 
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Entries  of  fuch  Receipts  in  the  Books  of  the 
Hofpital,  and  to  pay  over  the  Money  to  the 
Treafurer. 

He  is  to  correfpond  with  the  Infpedtcrs  of  the 
Children,  to  make  up  their  Accounts  of  Money 
and  Cloathing  *,  for  which  Purpofe  he  is  to  keep 
proper  Books  :  He  is  to  give  Notice  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  what  Money  is  wanted  by  each  In- 
fpe<5tor  from  Time  to  Time,  fo  that  each  In- 
fpedtor  may  always  have  a  Quarter’s  Payment  in 
Advance,  for  fo  many  Nurfes  as  are  under  his 
Infpedtion. 

He  is  alfo  to  keep  the  General  Regifter,  the 
Regi Piers  of  Baptifms  and  Burials,  the  Irifpedtor’s 
Books,  and  all  other  Books  relating  to  the  Entry 
of  Children,  and  the  Treafurer’ s  Books. 

He  is  to  attend  at  the  Reception  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren  to  write  the  Billets,  and  to  attend  the  Go¬ 
vernors  who  make  them  up  and  number  the 
Children. 

He  is  to  keep  an  Account  of  all  Payments 
made  by  the  Treafurer  to  the  Steward,  and  to 
Tradefmen  ;  and  to  receive  and  pay  fuch  Sums 
as  the  Treafurer  fhall  diredt  :  The  Treafurer 
figning  proper  Receipts  for  fuch  Sums  as  he  fhall 
diredt  to  be  fo  received  :  But  the  Clerk  fhall  not 
give  any  Receipt  in  his  own  Name  (except  for 
Rents)  nor  fhall  any  other  Receipt  figned  by  the 
Clerk,  be  a  Difcharge  for  any  Sum  due  to  this 
Hofpital.  The  Clerk  being  only  authorized  to 
receive  fuch  Sums  as  the  Treafurer  fhall  diredt. 

He  is  to  keep  fuch  Books  and  to  make  out  all 
fuch  Accounts  as  fhall  be  directed  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Prefident,  Vice-prefidents  or  Trea¬ 
furer,  or  by  proper  Committees  of  the  Hofpital. 

And 
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And  he  is  to  be  affiftant  to  the  Secretary  and 
Steward,  and  to  officiate  in  cafe  of  their  Abfence 
or  Diiability. 

He  is  removeable  by  the  Committee  at  their 
Pleafure. 


CHAP.  II. 


Of  the  Home  flick  0 economy. 


§  I.  Of  the  Servants  of  the  HofpitaL 

AL  L  Officers,  Nurfes,  and  Servants  who 
are  received  into  this  Hofpital,  are  to  be 
Perfons  of  good  Characters,  and  unincumbered 
with  Families  of  their  own. 

They  are  diligently  to  attend  their  refpedtive 
Eu finefs,  and  not  interrupt  or  interfere  with  that 
of  the  other  Servants. 

They  are  to  avoid  all  Contention  with  their 
Fellow-Servants,  and  to  behave  with  due  RefpeCt 
to  thofe  placed  over  them  ;  if  they  find  them- 
felves  ill  treated  or  injured,  they  are  to  complain 
to  the  Committee,  but  not  to  particular  Gover¬ 
nors. 

They  are  not  to  be  wafteful  of  the  Provifion  of 
the  Hofpital,  nor  of  any  Thing  committed  to 
their  Charge. 

They  are  not  to  game,  or  drink  Spirituous  Li¬ 
quors,  or  have  any  fuch  in  their  Cuftody,  nor  to 
alk  or  take  any  Fee  or  Reward  on  any  Pretence 
whatfoever,  but  only  what  is  allowed  them  by 
4  the 
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the  Committee,  under  Pain  of  being  immediately 
difcharged. 

When  they  are  Tick,  they  are  to  be  taken  Care 
of  in  che  Infirmary,  or  otherwife,  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  fhall  direct. 

Every  Perfon,  applying  to  be  a  Servant  in  the 
Hofpital,  is  to  be  acquainted,  that  Servants  are 
only  to  be  paid  Wages  to  the  refpedlive  Days  of 
their  Difcharge,  that  they  may  be  difcharged 
without  any  previous  Notice,  and  are  not  to  have 
any  Certificate  or  written  Character,  when  dif¬ 
charged.  And  Care  is  to  be  taken  at  the  Time 
of  hiring  the  Common  Servants,  that  they  have  a 
good  Character,  are  in  Health,  have  had  the 
Small- Pox,  and  do  not  exceed  the  Age  of  Forty 
Years. 


§  2.  The  Steward. 

The  Steward  is  to  be  a  Perfon  of  unblemifhed 
Character,  diligent,  fober,  and  a  good  Ac¬ 
countant. 

He  is  to  give  fuch  Security  as  the  General 
Committee  fhall  require. 

He  is  to  confine  himfelf  entirely  to  the  Bufinefs 
of  the  Hofpital,  and  never  to  be  abfent  from  it 
without  Leave  of  the  General  Committee,  Pre^ 
fident,  Vice-prefident,  or  Treafurer,  or  Two  of 
the  Governors,  who  attended  at  the  laft  Meet¬ 
ing. 

He  is  to  prepare  the  proper  Tickets  and  Billets 
for  the  Reception  of  Children,  and  to  be  pre- 
fent  at  it  •,  and  to  take  down  the  particular 
Marks  and  Circumftances  attending  the  Recep¬ 
tion 
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tion  of  each  Child,  according  to  the  Directions 
herein  after  contained. 

To  make  the  feveral  Entries,  keep  the 
Checques,  Regifters,  and  other  Books  committed 
to  his  Charge,  and  particularly  the  Subfcription 
Books  belonging  to  the  Hofpital. 

To  have  the  immediate  Government  of  the  Men- 
Servants  belonging  to  the  Hofpital,  to  have  the 
Care  of  providing  Utenfils,  Provifions,  and  other 
Neceflaries  according  to  the  Directions  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee,  or  other  Committee  appointed 
for  fuch  i  urpofe. 

He  is  not  to  receive  any  Goods  into  the  Hof¬ 
pital  but  by  fuch  Authority,  nor  pay  for  any 
Goods  but  by  Order  of  fuch  Committee. 

He  is  to  order  the  Stationary  Ware,  and  keep 
the  Account  with  the  Stationer. 

He  is  to  pay  the  Servants  Wages  when  due, 
and  current  Expences  of  the  Houfe,  and  keep  a 
particular  Account  thereof ;  to  take  Receipts  for 
all  Sums  exceeding  ten  Shillings,  in  a  Book  for 
that  Purpofe. 

To  keep  the  Book  of  Furniture  or  Inventories 
of  all  Things  committed  to  his  Charge ;  and, 
when  any  Alterations  are  necefifary  therein,  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  Committee  therewith. 

To  take  Care  that  the  Servants  have  their 
Meals  at  the  Times,  and  in  the  Places  appointed 
for  that  Purpofe. 

He  is  to  caufe  a  Table  to  be  fixed  up  in  the 
Eating-Room,  containing  the  Order  for  the 
Diet  to  be  provided  for  the  Servants. 

He  is  to  read  the  Prayers  appointed,  Morning 
and  Evening,  if  in  Health  -9  in  Cafe  of  his  Ab- 

fence. 
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fence,  or  Inability,  by  Reafon  of  Sicknefs,  to 
order  the  Mefienger  to  fupply  that  Office. 

The  For-  The  Potter  is  to  refide  in  the  Hofpital  5  to  at- 
ter.  tend  at  the  Door  from  Six  in  the  Morning  till  Ten 
at  Night,  between  Lady -day  and  Michaelmas  \ 
and  from  Seven  in  the  Morning  till  Nine  at  Night, 
from  Michaehms  to  Lady-day. 

If  any  Perfon  wants  any  Officer,  or  Servant  of 
the  Hofpital,  the  Porter,  or  Mefienger,  is  to  call 
the  Perfon  wanted  into  the  Servants-Hall  ^  but 
not  to  fuffer  any  Vifitors  to  go  up  Stairs  to  the 
Nurfes,  nor  to  fuffer  any  Nurfe  to  go  out,  without 
Leave  firft  obtained  from  the  Matron. 

He  is  not  to  permit  any  Thing  to  be  carried 
out  of  the  Hofpital,  or  brought  into  it,  but  what 
jffiall  be  infpected  by  the  Steward. 

He  is  to  keep  the  outward  Door,  or  Gate  of 
the  Hofpital,  ffiut,  and  not  to  fuffer  Beggars,  or 
idle  Perlons,  to  remain  about  the  Hofpital. 

He  is  to  attend  in  his  Place,  during  the  Time 
of  the  Reception  of  Children,  to  affift  as  di¬ 
rected. 

He  is  to  have  a  Gown,  and  Staff,  provided  by 
the  Hofpital. 

The  Mef*  The  Mefienger  is  to  refide  in  the  Hofpital. 
fenger.  To  give  Two  Hundred  Pounds  Security  for  his 
Fidelity. 

To  attend,  as  Door-Keeper,  to  all  Meetings  of 
the  Governors,  either  in  General  Courts,  or  Com¬ 
mittees. 

To  deliver  all  Summonfes. 

To  go  out  on  Meffages,  or  carry  ftich  T  hings, 
as  any  Governor,  the  Secretary,  Steward,  or 
Matron,  fliall  direct. 
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§  3*  ^he  Matron. 

No  Perfon  can  be  eledted  to  this  Office,  whofe 
Age  fhall  exceed  fifty  Years. 

She  is  to  refide  in  the  Houfe  ;  infpedt  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  at  the  Time  of  their  Reception  ♦,  to  have 
the  immediate  Care  of  theNurfes,  Children,  and- 
Female  Servants  •,  to  fee  that  proper  Food  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  Children  ;  and  to  have  the  Cufcody, 
and  Care,  of  all  Linnen,  Wearing  Apparel, 
Bedding,  and  Furniture,  and  of  all  Things  ne- 
cefiary  for  the  Female  Servants  *,  and  to  deliver 
the  fame  to  them  refpe&ively,  as  Occafion  fhall 
require. 

She  is  to  receive  from  the  Steward  the  Cioath- 
ing  tor  the  Children  in  the  Houfe,  and  keep  a 
particular  Account  thereof,  and  to  deliver  it  to 
the  refpe&ive  Nurfes,  and  take  Care  they  account 
for  it.  f 

She  is  alfo  to  receive  from  him,  and  deliver  to 
the  Country  Nurfes,  the  Cloathing  for  the  Chil¬ 
dren  fent  into  the  Country,  made  up,  by  her,  in 
proper  Bundles. 

She  is  frequently  to  vifit  the  Children  *,  and  if 
any  Child  is  in  Danger  of  Death,  before  it  has 
been  baptized,  fine  is  to  give  Notice  to  the  Cler¬ 
gyman,  who  is  fo  charitable,  as  to  attend  the 
Service  of  the  Hofpital. 

She  is  to  attend  to  the  Behaviour  of  every 
Nurfe,  and  not  to  permit  them  to  go  out  of  the 
Houfe,  or  to  receive  Vines,  but  on  reafonable 
Occafions  ;  and  then  not  in  their  Chambers,  but 
in  the  Servants- Flail  only. 
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She  is  to  dired  the  Adminiftration  of  fuch 
Medicines,  as  fhall  be  prepared  by  the  Apothe¬ 
cary,  and  put  under  her  Care  ;  and  to  be  careful 
of  the  Sick  in  the  Infirmary,  and  to  fee  that  the 
Nurfes  there  are  attentive  to  their  Duty  ;  to  fee 
the  dead  hildren  decently  buried,  to  acquaint 
the  Committee  with  the  particular  Circumftances 
and  Time  of  their  Death,  and  to  atteft  the  Re- 
gifter  of  Burial  of  fuch  as  die  in  the  Houfe. 

She  is  to  keep  Inventories  of  all  Things  com¬ 
mitted  to  her  Care,  in  fuch  Manner  as  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Committee  fhall  dired  *,  and  when  new  Fur¬ 
niture  is  wanting,  or  Repairs  of  the  old,  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  Committee  therewith  ;  and  with  all 
fuch  Diforders  in  the  Hofpital,  as  fhe,  by  her 
own  Authority,  cannot  regulate. 

The  reft  of  the  Female  Servants,  are,  a  Cook ; 
who  is  anfwerable  for  the  Care  of  the  Provifions 
committed  to  her  Cuftody,  and  for  the  Clean- 
linefs  of  her  Kitchin,  and  Apartments  there¬ 
unto  belonging. 

A  Laundrefs  ;  to  account  for  the  Linnen  given 
out  to  her,  and  to  help  to  wafh,  Cd.  *and  under 
her  a  Woman,  to  aftift  her. 

And  Houfe-Maids,  for  the  Houftiold  Bufinefs. 

All  which  Female  Servants  are  under  the  Di- 
redion  of  the  Matron,  and  to  obey  her  Com¬ 
mands  without  any  Difpute. 

§  4.  Of  the  Nurfes . 

The  Nurfes,  to  remain  in  the  Hofpital,  are  only 
dry  Nurfes  ;  Experience  having  fhewn,  that  it  is 
expenfive,  and  dangerous,  to  keep  Children  in 
the  Hofpital  fo  young,  as  to  require  wet  Nurfes. 

1  No 
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No  Nurfe  ought  to  be  taken  into  the  Hofpital, 
who  has  any  Child  of  her  own,  or  who  is  above 
the  Age  of  Forty  Years,  or  has  not  had  the 
Small- Fox. 

The  Nurfes  are  to  be  under  the  InfpeCtion  of 
the  Matron*  and  obey  her  Orders. 

They  are  to  keep  themfelves,  and  the  Chil¬ 
dren*  neat  and  clean  *  drefs,  and  undrefs  them  at 
proper  Hours ;  be  accountable  for  the  Childrens 
Cloaths,  delivered  to  them  •,  and  give  the  Chil¬ 
dren  only  the  Food  appointed  for  them  by  the 
Matron,  from  Time  to  Time* 

They  are  to  give  the  Children  the  Medicines, 
which  they  receive  from  the  Apothecary,  or  Ma¬ 
tron,  and  no  other. 

If  any  Nurfe  give  any  ftrong  Liquor,  or  Opi¬ 
ate,  to  any  Child,  or  Iliad  have  any  fuchinhcr 
Cuftody,  fhe  fhall  be  immediately  difeharged, 
and  for  ever  be  incapable  of  ferving  the  Hofpital  ; 
as  all'o,  if  fhe  permits  any  Child,  under  her  Care, 
to  drink  Tea,  or  Coffee. 

§  5.  The  Care  of  the  Sick. 

For  the  Care  of  the  Sick,  an  Infirmary  is  pre¬ 
pared,  and  a  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  Apothecary, 
and  Nurfes,  appointed. 

The  Infirmary  is  a  Ward,  feparate  from  the 
other  Parts  of  the  Hofpital  ^  in  it  are  kept  Ne- 
ceffaries  for  the  fick  Children,  and  Medicines, 
which  are  prepared  by  the  Apothecary,  according 
to  a  Difpenfatory  made  for  that  Purpofe,  by  Dr. 
Mead ,  and  approved  of  by  other  learned  Phy- 
ficians.  Such  of  thefe  Medicines,  as  are  put 
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under  the  Care  of  the  Matron,  may  be  adminifter- 
ed,  by  her  Order,  but  no  other. 

The  Apothecary  and  Surgeon  are  to  vifit  the 
Hofpital  every  Day,  the  Phyfician  Weekly,  or 
oftener,  if  there  be  Occafion. 

The  Apothecary  is  to  fend  no  Medicines  into 
the  Hofpital,  but  fuch  as  are  contained  in  the  Dif- 
penfatory ,  or  are  ordered  by  the  Phyfician  to  the 
Hofpital. 

The  Apothecary  is  to  enter  in  a  Book  all  Me¬ 
dicines  given  to  each  Child  in  the  Infirmary,  and 
the  Occafion  thereof.  On  the  Death  of  any 
Child,  if  it  be  thought  neceffary  by  the  Phyfician, 
Surgeon,  or  Apothecary,  it  may  be  opened  *, 
and,  in  fuch  Cafe,  the  Obfervations,  arifing  there¬ 
on,  are  to  be  entered  in  the  fame  Book  by  the 
Apothecary. 

The  Apothecary  has  a  Salary. 

The  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  charitably  attend. 

The  Nurfes,  in  the  Infirmary,  are  to  have 
twenty  Shillings  a  Year  more  Wages,  than  other 
Nurfes. 

Nurfes  are  to  give  to  the  Children  the  Medi¬ 
cines  delivered  to  them  by  the  Matron,  or  Apo¬ 
thecary,  and  no  other,  on  Pain  of  being  imme¬ 
diately  difcharged. 
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CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  Management  of  the  Children.

§  1.  What  is  to  be  done  previous  to  the  Reception.  ■

1 1  7  H  I  L  S  T  the  Circumftances  of  the  Hof- 
V  V  pital  are  fuch,  as  only  to  admit  a  limited 
Number  of  Children,  the  Times  of  Reception, 
and  the  Number  of  Children,  of  each  Sex,  to 
be  taken  in,  are  to  be  fettled  by  the  General  Com- 
mittee. 

Friday  is  the  mofl  proper  Day  for  Reception, 
that  the  Children,  being  numbered  on  Saturday , 
may  be  baptized  on  Sunday ,  and  fent  into  the 
Country  on  the  Monday  after. 

The  Committee  is  alfo  to  order  the  Secretary, 

Clerk,  or  Steward,  to  write  Letters  to  the  Infpedlors, 
in  fuch  Places  as  they  appoint,  fortheNurfing  of 
the  Children  to  be  taken  in,  to  fend  a  fufficient 
Number  of  wet  Nurfes  to  the  Hofpital,  who  are 
to  be  there  the  Night  before  the  Day  appointed 
for  the  Reception  of  the  Children. 

The  Secretary  is  alfo  to  advertife  publickly, 
three  Days  lucceffively  before  the  Day  of  Re¬ 
ception,  the  Day  and  Hours  appointed  for  that 
Purpofe. 

He  is  alfo  to  give  Notice  to  the  Phyfician, 
Surgeon,  and  Apothecary  of  the  Hofpital,  to 
defire  their  Attendance,  to  infpedt  the  Chil¬ 
dren. 

Alfo  to  give  Notice  to  the  Steward,  to  provide 
the  proper  Marks  to  put  on  the  Children,  and 

Billets, 
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Billets,  to  contain  the  particular  Defcriptions  of 
the  Children  to  be  taken  in,  and  of  the  Cloathing 
and  Marks  brought  with  them.  * 

And  the  Matron,  to  provide  lb  many  Bundles 
of  Cloaths,  as  there  are  Children  to  be  received, 
and  a  few  more  to  be  ready,  in  Cafe  they  fhould 
be  wanted. 

The  Steward  and  Matron  are  to  take  Care,  that 
the  Servants  who  are  to  attend  on  this  Occafion* 
and  the  Country  Nurfes  are  in  their  proper  Sta- 
ti  ns,  and  give  their  Orders  accordingly. 

The  Steward  is  to  fee  a  different  Letter  fixed 
on  the  Gown  Sleeve  of  the  left  Arm  of  each  of 
the  Country  Nurfes,  who  are,  after  that  Time, 
to  remain  in  their  proper  Ward,  and  no  other 
Perfons  are  to  be  fuffered  to  come  into  that  W  ard 
during  the  Reception,  except  Governors,  and  the 
Servants  appointed  to  carry  the  Children  to  the 
Country  Nurfes. 

Some  of  the  Governors  are  defired  always  to 
l ime  ? ,  be  prefenc  at  the  Hofpital,  during  the  Hours  of 
CCCP 10n  admitting  the  Perfons  who  bring  Children,  and 
until  all  the  Children  are  inlpedted. 

The  Gate  of  the  Hofpital  is  to  be  opened,  by 
the  Porter,  to  every  Perfon  who  brings  a  Child  ; 
but  the  Porter  is  not  to  fuffer  any  Perfon  to  bring 
two  Children,  or  to  come  in  without  a  Child,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Governors,  or  fuch  as  they  give  Orders  to 
be  admitted. 

The  Perfons,  who  bring  Children,  are  to  be 
cond  lifted  into  a  large  Room,  and  ordered  to  feat 
themfelves  on  Benches  •,  thofe  who  bring  Boys  at 
one  End  of  the  Room,  and  thofe  who  bring  Girls* 
at  the  other,  and  not  to  leave  their  Places,  till 
Called*  nor  are  they  to  take  from  their  Child  any 
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Part  of  its  Cloathing,  or  other  Thing  fent  with 
it,  on  Pain  of  being  turned  out  of  the  Hofpital. 
Two  Servants  of  the  Hofpital  are  to  attend, 
and  fee  this  Order  obeyed'. 

When  the  Hours  of  Admittanceareexp  red,  a 
Bell  is  to  be  rung,  the  Doors  of  the  Hofpital  are 
to  be  fhut,  and  no  Perfon  admitted  to  bring  a 
Child  after  that  Time. 

Two  of  the  Governors  are  to  count  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  Perfons  who  have  Children,  and  how 
many  have  Boys,  and  how  many  Girls ;  and  are 
to  put  into  one  Bag  fo  many  white  Bails,  as  there 
are  Boys  to  be  admitted,  and,  into  another  Bag, 
fo  many  white  Balls,  as  there  are  Girls  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted. 

To  every  Twenty  white  Balls,  they  are  to  add 
four  red  Balls,  and  proportionally,  for  any  greater 
or  lefler  Number. 

They  are  then  to  add  fo  many  black  Balls,  as 
together  w’th  the  white  and  red  ones,  fhall  make 
the  Number  of  the  Balls,  in  each  Bag,  equal  to 
the  Number  of  Perfons,  who  lhall  have  brought 
Boys  or  Girls. 

The  Balls  in  each  Bag  being  mixed  together, 
one  of  the  Governors  is  to  hold  the  Bag,  fo  as  it 
fhall  be  impoffible  for  the  Perfon,  who  fhall 
draw  a  Ball  out  of  it,  to  fee  into  it. 

He  is  to  call  the  Perfons,  one  by  one,  from 
their  Seats,  to  draw  each  a  Ball ;  and  fuch  Perfon 
is  to  hold  up  her  Hand  open  in  View  of  the  Go¬ 
vernors,  before,  fhe  puts  it  into  the  Bag. 

Each  Perfon  who  fhall  draw  a  Black  Ball,  fhall 
immediately  be  led  by  the  Meffenger,  with  her 
Child,  out  of  the  Hofpital. 

The  Perfons  who  fhall  draw  white  and  red 
I  -  Balls* 
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Balls,  fhall  be  ordered  into  feparate  Rooms,  to 
prevent  changing  of  Balls. 

When  all  the  Balls  are  drawn,  and  the  Perfons, 
who  fhall  draw  black  ones,  are  difcharged,  the 
Perfons,  who  lliali  have  drawn  white  ones,  are  to 
be  carried  back  into  the  Room  of  Drawing,  and 
featcd  as  before  :  Thofe,  who  fhall  have  drawn 
red  ones,  remaining  apart  from  them  who  fhall 
have  drawn  the  white  ones.  Then  one  Perfon, 
who  has  a  white  Ball,  is  to  be  carried  into  a  Room 
alone,  there  to  remain,  till  fuch  Time  as  her 
Child  fliall  be  received,  or  refufed. 

The  Child  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  Mtffenger, 
who  is  to  carry  it  into  the  Room  appointed  for 
the  InfpeCHon. 

The  Child  is  there  to  be  undrefTed  in  the  Pre¬ 
fence  of  the  Matron  •,  and  if  the  Phyfician, 
.Surgeon,  or  Apothecary,  attending,  fhall  have 
any  Sufpicion  of  its  having  any  infectious  Dif- 
temper  *,  or  if  it  appears  to  be  above  the  Age  of 
two  Months,  it  fhall  be  returned  to  the  Perfon 
who  brought  it,  in  the  Cloaths  in  which  it  was 
brought,  and  fhall  be  taken  immediately  out  of 
the  Hofpital. 

If  there  is  no  fuch  Objection,  it  is  to  be  re¬ 
ceived,  and  the  Perfon  who  brought  it  difmiffed. 

Every  Child  received  is  to  have  a  different 
Letter  of  the  Alphabet  tied  to  its  Wrift. 

The  Clerk  and  Steward,  are  each  to  mark 
a  Billet  with  the  Letter  fixed  to  the  Child’s  Wrift, 
and  in  it  are  to  write  the  Sex  and  fuppofed  Age  of 
the  Child,  the  Year  and  Day  when  infpedfed,  the 
Particulars  of  the  Child’s  Drefs,  the  Marks,  if 
any,  on  its  Body  *,  and  particular  Mention  is  to 
be  made,  in  fuch  Billet,  of  any  Writing,  or  o- 
ther  Thing,  brought  with  the  Child. 
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Any  Writing,  or  remarkable  Thing,  brought 
with  the  Child,  is  to  be  fealed  up  immediately, 
and  marked  with  the  Letter  of  the  Child  cn  the 
Out- fide. 

This  being  finifhed,  one  of  the  Female' Ser¬ 
vants  of  the  Hofpital,  is  to  carry  the  Child  with 
the  Cloathing  of  the  Hofpital  into  the  Ward 
which  is  appointed  for  the  taking  in  of  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  there  to  deliver  it  to  the  Country 
Nurfe,  who  has  the  fame  Letter  of  the  Alphabet 
with  that  of  the  Child. 

When  one  Child  is  infpected,  and  delivered  to 
its  Nurfe,  another  Perfon,  having  a  white  Ball, 
is  to  be  carried  into  the  private  Room,  in  like 
Manner ;  and  fo  on,  till  all  the  Children,  brought 
by  the  Perfon s  who  fhall  have  drawn  white  Balls, 
fhall  be  infpected. 

Then,  if  any  of  thofe  Children  fhall  have  been 
rejected,  there  fhall  be  fo  many  white  Balls,  as 
there  are  Children  rejected,  put  into  the  Bag, 
and  fo  many  black  Balls  added  to  them,  as,  to¬ 
gether  with  them,  fliall  make  up  the  Number  of 
Perfons,  who  fhall  have  drawn  red  Balls. 

Thele  Balls  are  to  be  drawn  in  like  Manner 
as  the  firfb  ;  but  the  Perfons  who  draw  the  black, 
may,  if  they  defire  it,  day  in  the  Houfe,  till  they 
fhall  fee,  whether  all  the  Children  of  thofe  Per¬ 
fons,  who  fhall,  in  the  fecond  Drawing,  have  got 
white  Balls,  are  received,  or  rejected  *,  and  fo  on, 
till  the  whole  Number  of  the  Children,  appointed 
to  be  taken  in,  are  received. 

When  all  the  Billets  are  compleated,  they  are 
to  be  fealed  up  by  a  Governor,  and  put  into  a 
Box,  together  with  all  Writings,  or  other  re¬ 
markable  Things,  brought  with  the  Children. 

I  During 
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During  the  Time  of  Reception,  it  is  the  Duty 
of  the  Cook,  to  fee  that  the  Rooms,  ufed  upon 
this  Occafion,  be  kept  warm,  and  that  proper 
Food  may  be  provided  for  any  Child,  who  is 
brought  to  be  received,  that  may  be  in  Want  of 
it. 

The  Nurfes  and  Servants,  not  employed  on 
this  Occafion,  are  to  keep  in  their  own  Apart¬ 
ments,  and  not  to  come  into  any  Apartment,  ufed 
on  this  Occafion. 

Neither  is  any  Servant,  or  other  Perfon,  to 
make  any  Enquiry  of  the  Perfons  who  bring 
Children,  tending  to  difcover  them,  or  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  nor  to  give  them  any  Moleftation  what- 
foever,  under  Pain  of  being  difmifTed  the  Service 
of  the  Hofpital. 

The  Porter  is  alfo  to  take  Care,  that  no  Mo¬ 
leftation  be  given,  by  any  Perfons  without  Doors, 
to  any  Perfons,  who  bring  Children,  either  com¬ 
ing  to  or  returning  from  the  Hofpital  *,  and  is  to 
feize  any  Perfons  fo  offending,  and  carry  them 
before  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  that  they  may  be 
punifhed,  according  to  the  Adt  of  Parliament, 
made  for  confirming  the  Charter  of  this  Corpo¬ 
ration  •,  and  is  to  have  a  Conftable  and  other  Af- 
fiftants,  as  fhall  be  directed  by  the  Governors. 

Of  the  Number  big  the  Children ,  and  making 

up  the  Billets . 

Number-  The  Day  after  the  Reception  of  the  Children, 
ing.  at  Ten  o’clock  in  the  Morning,  the  Number  of 
each  Child  is  to  be  affixed  to  it  ;  which  is  to  be 
done,  by  tying  a  Piece  of  Silk  Lace  round  its 
Neck,  and  drawing  the  Ends  of  the  Lace  through 

a  Hole, 
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a  Hole  made  in  a  Piece  of  Pewter,  which  is  to  be 
preffed  together  by  an  Engine  \  which  is  contrived 
fo,  as  to  imprint  a  Number  on  one  Side,  and  the 
Mark  of  the  Hofpital  on  the  other. 

The  Numbers  of  the  Children  are  to  follow 
one  another,  in  SuccefTion ;  but  the  Children  are 
not  to  be  numbered,  according  to  the  Order  of 
their  Reception,  left  they  ftiould  be  difcovered  by 
their  Number. 

Great  Care  is  to  be  taken,  that  the  Number 
^  always  remains  fixed  to  the  Child,  during  its 
Continuance  in  the  Hofpital. 

As  foon  as  a  Child  has  the  Number  affixed, 
its  Letter  is  to  be  taken  off  by  a  Governor,  who 
privately  writes  down  the  Number  and  Letter  ; 
and,  when  all  the  Children  are  numbered,  he  is 
to  examine  the  Billets,  and  to  make  fuch  Ad- 
ditions,  as  he  finds  neceffary. 

He  is  to  fold  them  up  in  the  fame  Manner  with 
thofe  already  kept  in  the  Hofpital,  and  to  inclofe, 
in  each  of  them,  fuch  Paper,  or  remarkable 
Thing,  as  was  brought  with  the  Child,  to  whom 
it  refpedlively  belongs  :  He  is  to  feal  them  up 
with  the  fmall  Seal  of  the  Hofpital,  and,  on  the 
Back  of  each  Billet,  to  write  the  Number  of  the 
Child  to  whom  it  belongs  *,  and,  after  the  Num¬ 
ber,  is  to  add  the  Letter  M,  if  the  Child  is  male, 
and  the  Letter  F ,  if  female. 

All  the  Billets  of  the  Children,  received  in  one  The  Me- 
Day,  are  to  be  tied  up  in  a  Bundle  ;  to  which  isthoJ  °f 
to  be  affixed  a  Label,  or  Ticket,  ffiewing  the^P1”2 
Day  and  Year,  and  from  what  Number  to  what 
Number,  inclufive,  is  contained  therein. 

Thefe  Billets  being  the  only  Means,  which  can 
inable  the  Governors  to  know  the  Children,  in 

I  2  Cafe 
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Cafe  they  fhould  be  inquired  for  at  any  future 
Time,  are  to  be  kept  with  great  Care  and  Se¬ 
crecy,  in  a  fecure  Place  provided  for  that  Pur- 
pofe  •,  the  Key  of  which  is  to  be  kept  in  the 
Iron  Cheft,  and  the  Billets  are  never  to  be  opened, 
but  by  Order  of  the  General  Committee. 

This  being  done,  an  Entry  is  to  be  made  in  the 
General  Regifter,  of  the  Time  of  their  Reception, 
the  Numbers,  and  the  Sex  of  each  Child,  in  the 
proper  Columns. 

Baptifm  of  the  Children. 

The  Children  are  to  be  baptized  in  the  Chapel, 
on  the  next  Sunday  in  the  Evening  after  Divine 
Service,  by  fuch  Minifter  of  the  Church  of 
England ,  as  the  General  Committee  appoint. 

They  are  to  be  brought  to  be  baptized  by  fome 
of  the  female  Servants,  who  are  to  give  them  to 
the  Matron  to  be  held  by  her  at  the  Font,  and  the 
Secretary  is  to  mention  the  Sex  of  the  Child,  and 
to  enter  the  Names  given  the  Children,  and  the 
Names  of  the  Sponfors. 

The  Names  are  to  be  given  to  the  Children, 
by  the  Governors,  and  other  charitable  Perfons 
prefent,  at  which  Time,  the  Charity  of  the  Per¬ 
fons  prefent,  fhall  be  collected. 

If  during  the  Time  of  taking  in  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  or  of  their  Baptifm,  any  Perfons,  except 
the  Governors  or  Officers,  fhall  make  any  Me¬ 
morandums  or  Obfervations  tending  to  difcover 
or  find  out  any  of  the  Children,  or  the  Places  of 
Refidence  of  the  Country  Nurfes,  fuch  Perfons 
fhall  be  immediately  turned  out  of  the  Hofpital. 

As 
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As  foon  as  the  Children  are  baptized,  an  Entry  ReSlfter 
is  to  be  made  in  the  Regifter  of  Baptifm,  of  the^ap^ 
Day  and  Year  of  their  Baptifm,  the  Name  and 
Surname  of  each  Child,  its  Number,  and  the 
Perfon’s  Name  who  named  each  Child,  in  the 
proper  Columns  of  that  Regifter. 

But  note,  that,  when  many  Children  are  bap¬ 
tized  on  the  fame  Day,  the  Day  is  not  repeated 
in  the  Entry  of  each  Child,  but  wrote  only  be¬ 
fore  the  Name  of  the  firft,  and  immediately  un¬ 
der  the  Name  of  the  laft  Child. 

The  Minifter,  who  baptized  the  Children,  is 
to  write  : 

“  I  do  hereby  certify,  that,  on  the  faid  Form  of 
<c  Day  of  I  baptized  the  Children  the  Certi- 

“  laft  abovementioned,  witnefs  my  Hand  iicate- 

As  foon  as  this  Entry  is  made,  the  Charity  Boxes 
are  to  be  opened,  and  an  Entry  to  be  made  in 
a  proper  Book  of  the  Money  colle&ed,  and  that 
it  is  paid  to  the  Treafurer.  This  is  to  be  figned 
by  two  Governors,  one  of  which  is  to  carry  the 
Money  to  the  Treafurer,  in  cafe  he  is  not  prefent. 

Then  the  Names  of  the  Children  are  to  be  en- General 
tered  in  the  General  Regifter,  in  the  proper  Co-  Regll^er^ 
lumn  after  their  refpedtive  Numbers  ;  and  after 
their  Names  a  proper  Memorandum,  if  they  are 
fent  to  nurfe,  of  the  Time  of  delivering  them  to 
their  Nurfes,  which  is  ufually  the  Night  of  their 
Reception,  and  the  Nurfes  Wages  commence 
from  that  Time. 

_  The  Numbers  and  Names  of  the  Children  are  Memo- 
alfo  to  be  writ  in  the  fmall  Memorandum  Book,ranclQm 
and,  after  the  Names  of  thofe  who  are  to  go  into*00  ' 

the 
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the  Country,  is  to  be  wrote  the  Name  of  the 
Places  to  which  they  are  fent. 

§  2.  The  Delivery  of  the  Children  to  the  In - 

fpeffiors. 

In  the  Evening,  after  the  Baptifm  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  Entries  are  to  be  made  in  the  InfpeClors 
Book,  under  the  Name  of  each  InfpeCtor,  of 
the  Time  of  the  Delivery  of  the  Children  fent 
by  them,  and  of  the  Names  and  Numbers  of  the 
Children. 

Then  the  Steward  is  to  caufe  every  Country 
Nurfe  to  fign  two  printed  Receipts,  according  to 
the  Form  ufed  by  the  Hofpital,  which  contain  the 
Name  and  Number  of  the  Child,  the  Price  at 
which  fhe  agrees  to  nurfe  it,  and  under  whofe  In- 
fpe&ion  •,  a  Receipt  for  the  Child,  and  Cloathing 
delivered  with  it,  and  a  Contract  to  return  the 
fame  Cloathing,  or  to  have  the  Value  thereof, 
according  to  the  Rates  therein  mentioned,  de¬ 
ducted  out  of  her  Wages.  One  of  the  Receipts, 
fo  figned,  is  to  remain  in  the  Hofpital,  and  the 
Duplicate  is  to  be  fent  fealed  up  to  the  InfpeCtor. 

The  next  Day,  the  Nurfes  are  to  carry  the 
Children  into  the  Country,  to  remain  under  the 
Care  of  the  InfpeCtor,  till  remanded  by  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee. 

§  3.  Of  the  InfpeStors . 

The  InfpeCtors  are  Perfons  recommended  by 
Governors  who  are  acquainted  with  them,  and 
their  Character  and  Circumftances  ;  and  inform 
the  .General  Committee,  that,  in  their  Opinion, 

they 
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they  may  be  fafely  trufted  with  the  Care  of  the 
Children,  and  the  Money  advanced  for  their 
Maintenance  *,  and  that  they  will  from  Time  to 
Time  correfpond,  and  duly  account  with  the 
Corporation,  in  the  Manner  appointed  ;  and 
that  they  will  difcharge  this  Truft  for  Charity, 
without  any  Gain  or  Advantage  to  themfelves. 

The  Infpedlors  are  to  find  proper  Nurfes,  To  find 
when  wanted,  to  make  Agreements  with  them,  Juries, 
and  fend  them  to  the  Hofpital  at  the  Times  ap¬ 
pointed. 

They  are  to  view  the  Children  as  foon  as  they  Toinfpeft 
are  brought  from  the  Hofpital,  and  to  vifit  them  the  Chil- 
frequently,  fo  long  as  they  remain  under  their  ^ren» 
Infpection. 

They  are  to  receive  the  Duplicates  of  the  Nurfes 
Receipts,  to  take  care  they  perform  their  Agree¬ 
ments,  and  account  for  the  Children’s  Cloathing  *, 
to  pay  them  their  Wages  Monthly,  and  to  make 
them  fign  the  Receipts  on  the  Back  of  the  printed 
Receipt  ;  and  in  cafe  of  any  extraordinary  Ex- 
pences,  or  the  Death  of  the  Child,  they  are  to 
enter  the  fame  on  the  Back  of  the  printed  Receipt, 
together  with  a  Certificate  of  the  Time  and  Place 
of  the  Burial  of  the  Child. 

They  are  to  return  thefe  Receipts  annually  to 
the  Hofpital,  and  at  the  Beginning  of  the  next 
Year,  are  to  caufe  the  Nurfes  to  fign  new  Re¬ 
ceipts  for  the  new  Cloathing  delivered  to  them, 
and  to  fend  Duplicates  thereof  to  the  Hofpital. 

For  this  Purpofe  they  are  to  have  blank  Re¬ 
ceipts,  fent  them  by  the  Steward,  to  be  filled  up 
by  them. 

They  are  to  have  a  Quarter’s  Wages  for  each  To  have  a 
Nurfe  advanced  to  them  on  Account  5  and  in  cafe  Quarter’s 

theyWa^ad' 
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they  want  any  further  Sum,  they  are  to  give  the 
Secretary  timely  Notice  thereof,  that  he  may  re¬ 
ceive  Directions  from  the  General  Committee 
thereupon. 

They  are  alfo  annually  to  make  up  their  Ac¬ 
count  an  counts  to  Chriftmas-day ,  and  to  return  the  fame 
nuahy.  t0  ^  Hofpital  within  a  Month  after  that  Day. 
In  thefe  Accounts,  they  are  to  give  the  Hofpital 
Credit  for  all  Sums  paid  to  them  by  the  Hofpi¬ 
tal,  and  to  make  the  Hofpital  Debtor  for  all 
Sums  paid  by  them  on  Account  of  the  Hofpital, 
according  to  a  printed  Form  fent  to  them. 

They  are  to  fee  that  the  Nurfes  keep  the  Chil¬ 
dren  clean,  and  in  good  Order  j  to  take  Care  of 
the  fick  Children,  and  give  Orders  for  the  Burial 
of  the  Dead,  and  that  the  Burial  is  properly  re- 
mflered. 

They  have  Power  to  remove  the  Children  from 
any  Nurfes  who  arecarelefs  of  them,  and  to  put 
them  to  other  Nurfes,  giving  immediate  Notice 
of  flich  Change  to  the  Hofpital. 

They  are  alfo  to  give  immediate  Notice  to  the 
Hofpital,  of  any  remarkable  Sicknefs,  or  Acci¬ 
dent,  happening  to  any  Child  or  of  their  Death, 
and  PI  ace  of  Burial. 

They  are  to  be  particularly  cautious  of  allow¬ 
ing  the  Nurfes  any  Expences,  befides  their  Wages, 
unlefs  by  Order  of  the  General  Committee  ;  and 
not  to  fuffer  any  Alteration  in  the  Fafhion  of  the 
Cloathing  allowed  by  the  Hofpital. 

The  Infpedtors  are  to  take  Care,  that  the  old 
Cloathing  be  returned  to  the  Piofpitai,  as  foon  as 
new  Cloathing  is  fent  them,  which  ought  to  be 
annually  only. 
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Above  all  Things,  the  InfpeCiors  are  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  Numbers  fattened  to  the  Children 
be  not  taken  off,  and  if,  by  any  Accident,  they 
fhould  be  broke  off,  they  are  to  feal  them  on 
with  their  own  Seals,  that  this  may  be  an  Evi¬ 
dence,  that  the  Children  are  not  changed  ;  and 
they  are  defired  to  take  Care,  that  no  Child  be 
permitted  to  wear  Shoes  or  Stockings  tili  they  are 
Seven  or  Eight  Months  old. 

Every  InfpeCtor  is  dettred  to  have  an  Afliftant,  An  AM- 
that,  in  Cafe  of  any  Accident  of  Abfence  orantde^red 
Death  of  the  InlpeCtor,  the  Hofpital  may  have' ,e(c‘or 
Notice  thereof,  and  the  Children  may  not  be  neg¬ 
lected. 

And  the  InfpeCtors  are  defired  to  give  the 
Hofpital  Notice  of  the  Name  and  Place  of  Abode 
of  their  Afliftant, 

§  d.  Of  Remanding  the  Children ,  and  their 

Management^  when  returned  to  the  Hof- 

Children  in  general  are  not  to  be  remanded  to 
the  Hofpital,  tili  they  have  attained  the  Age  of 
four  Years. 

When  they  are  remanded  by  Order  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Committee,  they  are  to  be  returned  by  the 
InfpeCtors  of  the  Hofpital,  together  with  ail  the 
Cloathing  belonging  to  them.  And  the  Steward 
is  to  give  the  InfpeCtors  Receipts  for  the  fame  : 

Such  Children  as  have  not  had  the  Small-pox, 
before  remanded,  are  to  be  inoculated,  before 
they  are  received  into  the  Houfe,  in  a  proper 
Place  to  be  provided  for  that  Purpofe,  in  or  near 
London .

Regulations  for  Managing  the  Hofpital. 

But  this  Order  mu  ft  be  occafionally  difpenfed 
with,  when  the  Children  are  ftckly,  or  for  other 
good  Reafon. 

§  5*  Of  the  Management  of  the  Children , 
when  returned  from  Nurfe. 

The  returned  Children  are  to  be  cloathed,  in  a 
Manner  proper  tor  Labour,  and  differing  from 
that  of  the  Children  at  Nurfe  ;  and  their  Num¬ 
ber  is  to  be  fixed  to  their  Cloaths,  in  fome  Man¬ 
ner,  fo  as  to  be  always  vifible,  that  every  Child 
may  be  eafily  known  thereby. 

They  are  to  be  entered  in  a  Book  (divided 
into  the  different  Wards  of  the  Hofpital)  to  be 
kept  in  the  Ward  into  which  they  are  ordered. 
The  Nurfe  of  the  Wards  is  to  have  the  Care  of 
their  Cloathing,  to  fee  they  keep  themlelves 
cleanly,  and  to  teach  them  to  read  at  the  Times 
to  be  appointed  for  that  Purpofe  ;  to  fee  they 
rife  at  Five  o’Clock  in  Summer,  and  Seven  in  the 
Winter,  and  that  they  are  out  of  the  Ward,  "in  a 
•Quarter  of  an  Hour  after  thefe  Times.  In  an 
Hour  after  the  Time  oi  Rifing,  the  Nurfes  of  the 
Ward,  with  the  Aftiftance  of  the  Girls  of  the 
Hofpital,  are  to  fee  the  Beds  made,  the  Rooms 
cleaned,  and  every  Thing  in  Order. 

At  Half  an  Flour  after  Five  in  Summer,  and 
Half  an  Hour  after  Seven  in  Winter,  the  Boys 
are  to  be  called  over  in  the  School- Room  by  the 
Mafter  (/.  e.  the  Kufbandman)  and  from  thence 
are  to  go  with  him  to  work,  either  in  the  Garden, 
or  other  Place  appointed  for  that  Puroofe,  which 
is  to  be  in  the  open  Air,  unlefs  in  extreme  bad 
Weather. 
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Their  Work  is  to  be  fuch  bodily  Labour,  as  Is 
Ratable  to  their  Age  and  Strength,  and  may  be 
mod  likely  to  fit  them  for  Agriculture,  or  the 
Sea  Service,  fuch  as  Digging,  Houghing,  Plow¬ 
ing  with  Ploughs,  manageable  without  Horfes, 
Hedging,  Cleaving  Wood,  Carrying  Burthens, 
and  Rich  like  Employments,  for  which  Purpoie, 
proper  Tools  are  to  be  provided. 

Manufactures  in  general  feem  improper  for  the 
Employment  of  the  Boys,  being  likely  to  incline 
them  to  a  Way  of  Life  not  intended  for  them  ; 
if  any  are  ever  made  Ufe  of,  they  mud  be  only 
fuch  as  are  fimple,  and  laborious,  as  fpining  and 
twiding  Thread  and  fmall  Ropes,  or  the  like. 

At  Eight  in  Summer,  and  Nine  in  Winter, 
they  are  to  breakfad  ;  the  elder  Boys  in  the  open 
Air,  if  the  Weather  permit,  and  to  have  an  Hour 
allowed  them  for  that  Purpofe  ;  the  Younger 
may  breakfad  in  the  Eating-Room,  in  the  Pre¬ 
fence  of  the  Nurfes  of  their  Wards. 

The  red  of  the  Morning,  till  Twelve,  is  to  be 
fpent  in  their  Labour. 

From  Twelve  to  Two  is  allowed  for  Dinner 
and  Red  ;  at  Two,  they  are  to  return  to  their 
Work,  and  to  work  till  Six  in  Summer,  and  till 
it  is  dark  in  Winter. 

From  that  Time  till  Supper,  Part  of  the  Time 
is  to  be  employed  in  Learning  to  read  •,  the  red, 
the  Children  may  play  in  the  open  Air,  or  School- 
Rooms. 

Eight  o5  Clock  in  the  Summer,  and  Seven  o’ 
Clock  in  the  Winter,  are  to  be  the  Hours  of 
Supper,  and  at  Nine  they  are  to  go  to  Bed. 

On  Sundays,  and  other  Days,  appointed  for 
publick  Worfhip,  they  are  to  be  indruCled  in  the 
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Principles  of  Religion  and  Morality,  to  attend 
at  Chapel,  to  be  taught  the  Catechifm  ufed 
by  the  Church  of  England ,  or  heard  to  read  fuch 
Parts  of  the  Holy  Scripture,  as  are  mod;  luitable 
to  their  XJnderffanding. 

On  Saturdays  in  the  Afternoon,  and  on  the 
Afternoon  of  fome  publick  Holidays,  they  may 
be  allowed  to  divert  themfeives  with  fuch  Exer- 
cifes,  as  will  increafe  their  Strength,  Activity  and 
Hardinefs,  but  are  never  to  play  at  Games  of 
Chance,  which  they  are  to  be  taught,  t  >  be  bafe 
and  effeminate  •,  and  fome  Puniffiment  of  Infamy 
is  to  be  affixed  to  this  Offence. 

The  Girls  are  to  be  kept  in  Wards,  entirely 
feparate  from  the  Boys,  to  be  dreffed  plain  and 
neat,  with  Numbers  vifible  in  fome  Part  of  their 
Cloathing,  to  rife  at  the  fame  Hours  with  the 
Boys,  to  clean  the  Houfe,  make  the  Beds,  and 
do  the  Houfhold  Bufmefs  till  the  Hour  of  Break- 
faff  ;  after  that  to  be  employed  in  making  Linrien 
or  Cloaths,  or  fuch  other  Labour,  as  is  fuitable  to 
their  Age  and  Strength,  or  in  fome  ufeful  Manu¬ 
factory. 

They  are  always  to  be  a-part  from  the  Boys, 
and  to  be  attended  by  the  Nurfes  of  their  Wards. 

The  Diet  of  the  Children  of  the  Hofpital  is  to 
be  plain  and  good  of  the  Sort,  and  to  confift 
fome  Days  of  Meat,  and  others  of  Roots  or 
Herbs,  raifed  by  the  Children’s  Labour  ;  their 
Drink  Water,  their  Bread  good,  but  coarfe,  and 
made  of  a  different  Sort  of  Corn,  as  Wheat, 
Rye,  Barley,  Peafe,  Oats,  &c.  occafionally, 
that  they  may  be  inured  to  thefe  accidental 
Changes. 

i  Strong 
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Strong  Drink,  Tea,  Coffee,  and  Tobacco  are 
never  to  be  permitted  to  be  ufed  by  any  Child  in 
the  Hofpital,  nor  any  Butter  allowed  them. 

§  6.  dfhe  Methods  of  placing  them  out  to 
proper  Employments, 

The  Children  are  to  be  put  out  as  foon  as 
pofiible  to  the  Bulinefs,  for  which  they  are  ap¬ 
pointed,  which  is  to  be  done  by  Indenture  be¬ 
tween  the  Hofpital  and  the  Mailer  who  is  to  take 
the  Child,  which  Indenture  is  to  contain  proper 
Covenants  to  fecure  the  Child’s  Maintenance  and 
good  Ufage,  during  the  Time  of  its  Service, 
and  to  fpecify  the  Place  where,  or  Ships  Name 
on  board  which,  the  Child  is  to  ferve,  and  to  a- 
gree  for  the  Return  of  the  Child  to  the  Hofpital, 
in  fuch  Cafes  where  it  is  fo  defigned  ;  thefe  Agree¬ 
ments  are  to  be  made  by  the  Houfe  Committee, 
and  approved  of  by  the  General  Committee,  and 
fealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  Hofpital,  and  the 
Counterpart  by  the  Mailer. 

It  is  hoped  that,  for  the  eafier  Difpofal  of  the 
Boys,  an  Order  may  be  obtained  from  the  Lord’s 
of  the  Admiralty,  to  the  Captains  of  his  Ma- 
jelly’s  Ships,  to  take  a  certain  Number  of  Boys, 
from  Time  to  Time,  according  to  the  Rate  of 
the  Ships,  and  their  Proportion  of  Men  ;  and  if 
the  Captain  of  every  Merchant  flip,  of  a  hundred 
Tons,  or  upwards,  was  obliged  (it  required)  to 
take  one  or  more,  it  would  greatly  increafe  the 
Number  of  Seamen  ;  and,  the  Hofpital  keep¬ 
ing  an  Account  of  them,  the  Government,  on  any 
Emergency,  would  be  directed  where  to  find 
them. 


The 
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The  Governors  and  InfpeCtors  will,  by  En¬ 
quiry,  find  in  what  Inland  Places  Boys  are  want¬ 
ing  for  Hufbandry,  and  inform  the  Committee 
thereof  *,  and  the  Girls  are  to  be  placed  out,  as 
Houfhold  Servants,  or  put  out  for  a  Term  of 
Years,  to  be  employed  in  the  Linnen  or  other 
Manufactory,  as  foon  as  poflible,  but  not  without 
due  Enquiry  after  the  Character  of  the  Perfons 
who  take  them. 

As  it  will  be  im poflible  for  the  Kofpital  in 
Town  to  contain  the  great  Number  of  Children, 
which  will  be  under  its  Care,  if  properly  en¬ 
couraged  ;  and,  as  the  Keeping  of  Children  near 
Town  will  be  much  more  expenfive,  than  at  a 
Diftance  from  it,  it  will  be  extremely  proper  to 
fend  out  little  Colonies  of  them  the  Boys  to 
be  employed,  and  educated,  in  the  Manner  be¬ 
fore  mentioned,  under  proper  Mailers,  at  or 
near  Yarmouth ,  Lynn ,  Liverpool ,  Hull ,  &c.  And 
the  Girls  to  Manchefter ,  Nottingham ,  Braintree , 
Devizes ,  &c.  By  which  Means,  the  good  EffeCts 
of  the  Charity  will  be  more  vifible,  the  Money 
colle&ed  for  their  Support  more  diffufed,  the 
Makers  and  Miilreffes  will  be  more  eafily  and 
readily  fupplied  with  Children,  than  they  would 
be,  if  they  were  to  fend  to  London. 

§  7.  Of  the  Difckarge  of  the  Children  from 

the  HofpitaL 

The  Children  are  only  to  be  uncharged  in 
Manner  hereafter  mentioned  •, .  when  they  have 
attained  the  Age  appointed  by  Act  of  Parlia¬ 
ment,  or  when  the  Girls,  are  married,  or  when 
claimed  by  their  Parents. 


And 
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When  any  Perfon  fhall  claim  a  Child,  they 
are  to  leave  a  Petition  with  the  Secretary,  di¬ 
rected  to  the  Governors  *,  the  Secretary  is  to 
deliver  it  to  the  General  Committee,  who  are  to 
tranfmit  it  to  the  Houle  Committee,  and  to  give 
Orders,  that  the  Perfon  petitioning  attend  them 
at  a  Day  appointed,  when  the  Houfe  Committee 
fhall  enquire  what  Right  they  have  to  the  Child, 
what  are  their  Circum fiances,  whether  they  are 
able  and  willing  to  provide  for  the  Child,  and 
what  Security  they  can  give  for  that  Purpofe,  and 
what  Satisfaction  they  can  make  to  the  Hofpital, 
for  the  Expence  it  has  been  put  to,  by  the  Main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Child  ;  which  Committee  fhall 
report  the  fame  to  the  next  General  Committee, 
with  their  Opinion  thereupon. 

If  the  Propofal  made  by  the  Parent,  and  the 
Report  is  fatisfaClory  to  the  General  Committee, 
they  fhall  then,  and  not  before,  order  the  Billets 
to  be  opened,  and  the  Regifter  fearched,  and,  if 
they  find  the  Child  is  living,  may  make  an  Order 
to  deliver  the  Child  to  its  Parent  or  Relation, 
which  Order  is  to  be  delivered,  when  they  have 
complied  with  the  Terms  required  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  not  previous  thereto.  Every  Perfon, 
to  whom  a  Child  is  fo  delivered,  is  to  provide 
Cloathing  lor  their  Child,  in  which  it  is  to  be 
dreffed  ;  and  the  Cloathing  of  the  Hofpital  is  to 
be  left  with  the  Steward. 

When  any  Perfons  are  difcharged,  for  having 
attained  their  Age  appointed  for  that  Purpofe 
(/.  e.  Twenty-four  for  Males,  or  Twenty-one  for 
Females,  or  when  any  of  the  Girls  fhall  be 
married,  with  the  Content  of  the  Committee)  the 
General  Committee,  at  their  Difcretion,  may  give 

them 
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them  deaths.  Money,  or  Neceffaries,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  Value  of  ten  Pounds.  But,  as  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  that  the  Males  and  Females  will  be 
able,  at  thofe  Years,  to  get  an  honeft  Livelihood 
by  their  Induflry,  this  Charity  mull  be  cauti- 
oufly,  and  rarely,  pradtifed,  except  on  Marriage 
of  the  Girls. 

The  Difcharge  of  each  Child  is  to  be  regiflered 
in  the  General  Regifler. 

It  feems  reafonable  to  apply  to  the  Legiflature, 
for  an  A 6b  to  veil  in  the  Hofpital  the  Eflate  and 
EfFedts  of  every  Perfon  who  has  been  brought  up 
in  the  Hofpital,  and  not  claimed,  who  fhall  die 
inteftafe,  and  without  I Hue,  and  leaving  no  Huf- 
band,  or  Wife,  them  furviving :  And  that,  in 
fuch  Cafes,  the  Ordinary  be  obliged  to  grant  Ad- 
min  Miration  to  fuch  Perfon,  as  the  Hofpital  fhall 
appoint. 

It  is  refolved,  that  this  Plan  lhall  be  kept  in  a 
feparate  Book  interleaved  ;  that  the  fame  fhall  be 
the  Rule  of  the  Hofpital,  till  altered  by  the 
Committee  ;  that,  if  any  Perfon  is  defirous  of 
having  any  Amendment  made  thereto,  or  Al¬ 
teration  therein,  the  fame  lhall  be  delivered  to  the 
General  Committee  in  W  riting,  who  111  all  take 
the  fame  into  Confideration,  at  the  next  Com¬ 
mittee,  and,  if  the  fame  is  approved  of,  it  fhall 
be  entered  in  the  Blank  Leaf,  over-againfl  the 
Part  of  this  Plan,  wherein  it  is  to  be  inferred 
with  a  proper  Note  of  Re  erence  ;  and  no  Al¬ 
teration  fhall  be  herein  made  in  any  other  Man¬ 
ner,  unlefs  by  Order  of  the  General  Court.

Note, 
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Note ,  That  feveral  Perfons  havedevifed  Lands, 
Annuities,  and  other  Interefts,  chargeable  on 
Lands,  whofe  charitable  Intentions  have  been  of 
no  Benefit  to  the  Hofpital,  fuch  Devifes  being 
void  by  the  Stat.  9.  George  II.  cap.  36,  which 
enabts,  that  44  No  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements, 
44  Rents,  Advowfons,  or  other  Hereditaments, 
44  corporeal  or  incorporeal,  whatfoever  *,  nor  any 
44  Sum  of  Money,  Goods,  Chatties,  Stocks  in 
44  publick  Funds,  Securities  for  Money,  or  any 
44  other  perfonal  Eftate  whatfoever,  to  he  laid  out 
44  or  difpofed  of  in  the  Pur  chafe  of  any  Lands , 
44  Tenements,  or  Hereditaments ,  fhall  be  given, 
44  granted,  aliened,  limited,  releafed,  transferred, 
44  aifigned,  or  appointed,  or  any  Ways  conveyed 
44  or  fettled  to,  or  upon  any  Perfon  or  Perfons, 
44  Bodies  politick  or  corporate,  or  otherwife,  for 
44  any  Eftate  or  Intereft  whatfoever,  or  any 
44  Ways  charged  or  incumbered  by  any  Perfon 
44  whatfoever,  in  Truft,  or  for  the  Benefit  of  any 
44  charitable  Ufes  whatfoever,  unlefs  fuch  Gift, 
44  Conveyance,  Appointment,  or  Settlement  of 
44  fuch  Lands,  Tenements,  Hereditaments,  Sum 
4 4  or  Sums  of  Money,  or  Perfonal  Eftates  (other 
44  than  Stocks  in  the  publick  Funds)  be  made 
44  by  Deed,  indented,  fealed,  and  delivered,  in 
•4  the  Prefence  of  two  or  more  credible  WitneiTes, 
44  twelve  Calendar  Months,  at  leaft,  before  the 
44  Death  of  fuch  Donor  or  Grantor  (including 
4£  the  Days  of  Execution  and  Death)  and  be  in- 
44  rolled  in  his  Majefty’s  Court  of  Chancery , 
44  within  fix  Months  after  the  Execution  thereof  v 
44  and  unlefs  fuch  Stocks  be  transferred  in  the 
44  publick  Books  kept  for  the  Transfer  of  fuch 
44  Stocks,  fix  Calendar  Months,  at  leaft,  before 
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Cc  the  Death  of  fuch  Donor  or  Grantor  (including 
44  the  Days  of  Transfer  and  Death  :)  And  unlefs 
44  the  fame  be  made  to  take  Effe6t  in  Pofifefiion, 
44  for  the  charitable  Ufe  intended,  immediately 
44  from  the  Making  thereof,  and  be  without 
44  any  Power  of  Revocation,  Refervation,  Truft, 
44  Condition,  Limitation,  Claufe,  or  Agreement, 
44  whatfoever,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Donor  or 
44  Grantor,  or  any  Perfon  claiming  under  him/’ 

It  is  therefore  thought  necefiary  to  infert  the 
above  Claufe,  that  fuch  Perfons,  as  fhall  think 
this  Hofpital  a  proper  Object  of  their  Charity, 
may  be  acquainted  with  the  Force  and  Extent  of 
this  A6t  of  Parliament  ;  and  may  know  how  to 
beftow  their  Benefactions  in  fuch  Manner,  as  not 
to  have  their  good  Intentions  fruftrated  thereby. 

Benefactions,  by  Will,  can  only  be  of  perfonal 
Eftate,  fuch  as  Money,  Stocks,  or  Annuities,  or 
other  publick  Funds  or  Securities.  Securities  for 
Money,  and  fuch  like.  And  of  any  Sort  of 
Perfonal  Eftate,  a  Bequeft  in  the  following  Man¬ 
ner,  viz,  ■  > 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Governors  and 
Guardians  of  the  Hofpital,  for  the  Maintenance 
and  Education  of  expofed  and  deferred  young 
Children,  the  Sum  of  (or  any  perfonal 

Eftate  whatfoever) 

Is  a  good  Gift,  and  cannot  be  fet  afide.  But, 
if  any  Direction  to  lay  the  Money,  (or  other 
Thing  given,)  out  in  Land,  is  added  to  the 
Bequeft,  it  makes  it  void.

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N.  B.  That  the  proper  Officers  of  the  Ec- 
clefiaftical  Courts,  who  fend  Extracts  (to  the 
Secretary  of  this  Hofpital,  in  Lamb' s -Conduit- 
Fields  ,  London)  from  Wills,  whereby  any  Le¬ 
gacy  is  given  to  this  Charity,  are  intitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  Hall  a  Guinea  for  each  ;  and  fuch  Extracts 
cofc  them  nothing,  being  for  Charity. 
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REGULATIONS  to  be  obferved  as 
to  the  Nursing,  Employment  and 
Desti  nation  of  the  Children 
of  the  FOUNDLING-HOSPITAL, 
In  order  to  make  them  ufeful  to  the  Pub- 
lie,  and  thereby  anfwer  the  charitable  In¬ 
tentions  of  the  Benefactors  to  this  Hos¬ 
pital;  fubjeCt  to  fuch  Alterations  as 
may  be  pointed  oat  by  future  Experience 
or  better  Information,  which  may  be  re¬ 
ceived  by  Letter  or  other  wife. 

HAT  all  the  Children  be  fent  into  the 
Country  to  Wet  Nurfes  under  the  In- 
JL  fpeCtion  of  fome  Perfon  of  Character  in 
the  Neighbourhood,  and  that  they  remain  there 
until  they  are  three  Years  old  ;  and  that  during 
that  time,  their  Diet,  Cloathing,  &c.  be  con¬ 
formable  to  the  Directions  given  in  a  Treatife 
entitled,  An  Ejfay  upon  Nurfing  and  the  Manage¬ 
ment  of  Children  from  their  Birth  to  three  Tears 
o  ld.  * 

That  fuch  Children  as  have  not  had  the  Small¬ 
pox-  in  a  natural  Way,  be  inoculated  at  three 
Years  old,  (in  a  proper  Place  out  of  the  Hof-

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pkal)  Experience  having  fully  evinced  the  UtK 
luy  of  this  Pradlice,  by  the  conftant  Succefs 
which  has  attended  the  feveral  Inoculations  of  the 
Children,  without  on  fingle  Inftance  of  Mi  fear  ^ 
riage,  under  the  Care  of  Dr.  Conyers ,  the  Phyfw 
cian,  and  Mr.  IVinchefter ,  the  Surgeon,  who 
charitably  attend  this  Hofpital. 

That  at  three  Years  old  the  Children  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Hofpital,  and  from  that  time  until 
they  are  fix  Years  old,  be  taught  to  read,  to* 
learn  the  Catechifm,  &c.  and  at  proper  Inter¬ 
vals  exercifed  in  the  open  Air,  and  employed  in 
fuch  a  Manner  as  may  contribme  to  their  Health, 
and  induce  a  Habit  of  Adtivity,  Hardinefs  and 
Labour. 

That  from  fix  until  twelve  Years  old,  the  Boys 
be  employed  in  making  Nets,  Spinning  of  Pack¬ 
thread,  Twine  and  fmall  Cordage  ;  adapted  to 
their  feveral  Ages  and  Strength,  and  that  they 
rnend  their  own  Cloaths,  Stockings,  £dV. 

That  at  twelve  Years  old  the  Boys  be  fent  to 
Sea  or  Husbandry,  except  fo  many  as  may  be 
rieceffary  to  be  employed  in  the  Garden  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Hofpital,  which  is  intended  to  be 
enlarged  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  to  fupply  the 
Houle  and  Parts  adjacent  with  Vegetables,  and 
to  have  in  Readinefs  Boys  inftrudted  in  Gar¬ 
dening  for  fuch  Perfons  as  may  incline  to  take 
them  into  their  Service. 

That  from  fix  Years  of  Age  the  Girls  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  common  Needlework,  Knitting  and 

Spinning  * 
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Spinning  ;  and  in  the  Kitchen,  Laundry,  and 
Houfhold-work,  in  order  to  make  them  ufeful 
Servants  to  fuch  proper  Perfons  as  may  apply 
for  them,  except  fo  many  as  may  be  neceflary 
to  be  employed  in  the  Hofpital ;  it  being  intends 
ed  to  have  no  other  Female  Servants  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  but  Perfons  brought  up  therein,  when 
they  arrive  to  proper  Ages. 

That  the  Boys  be  kept  Separate  From  the  Girls, 
and  never  permitted  to  have  any  Intercourfe  to¬ 
gether,  either  in  their  Employment,  Dieting 
or  Diverfions,  fo  foon  as  the  other  Wing  is 
built,  which  is  already  begun,  and  it’s  hoped, 
by  charitable  Affiftance,  will  be  foon  corn- 
pleated  5  the  increafing  Ages  of  the  Children 
making  a  Separation  of  them  expedient. 

That  the  Diet  allowed  to  the  Children  be 
plain  and  Simple,  as  Small  Broth,  Pottage  and 
Milk  *,  Meat  and  Vegetables  alternately,  their 
Bread  coarfe,  and  their  Drink  Water. 

That  their  Diverfions  be  innocent,  adtive  and 
requiring  Exercife  ;  that  all  Games  of  Chance, 
Swearing,  indecent  Language  or  Behaviour,  be 
ftridtly  prohibited,  and  Severely  punilhed. 

That  the  Children  do  conflantly  attend  Di¬ 
vine  Service  in  the  Chapel  on  Sundays ,  and  that 
the  Officers,  &c.  of  the  Holpital,  do  often  re¬ 
mind  them  of  the  Lownefs  of  their  Condition, 
that  they  may  early  imbibe  the  Principles  of 
Humility  and  Gratitude  to  their  Benefadtors  ; 
and  to  learn  to  undergo,  with  Contentment, 

the 
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lie  mod  fervile  and  laborious  Offices  ;  For  not- 
withftanding  the  Innocence  of  the  Children, 
yet  as  they  are  expofed  and  abandoned  by  their 
Parents,  they  ought  to  fubmit  to  the  lowed 
Stations,  and  jfhould  not  be  educated  in  fuch  a 
Manner  as  to  put  them  upon  a  Level  with  the 
Children  of  Parents  who  have  the  Humanity 
and  Virtue  to  preferve  them,  and  Induftry  to 
ifupport  them.
